The  personnel  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  practically  new;  only  two  mem- 
bers having  previously  served,  Mr.  Peterson  on  last  year's  board  and  Mr.  Seavey 
who  had  been  a  member  and  Chairman  several  years  ago. 

Pursuant  to  the  policy  of  having  the  entire  board  responsible  for  matters 
pertaining  to  highway  maintenance  and  improvement,  an  inspection  was  made 
by  the  entire  board  in  March  and  in  November  of  all  the  streets  so  that  de- 
cisions regarding  these  matters  might  be  made  intelligently. 

In  order  to  provide  proper  sidewalk  facilities  for  the  approach  to  the  new 
High  School  and  to  prevent  future  congestion  of  traffic  in  this  vicinity,  the 
necessary  steps  were  taken  to  widen  the  westerly  side  of  Main  Street  from  West 
Water  Street  to  beyond  the  new  High  School. 

Several  other  matters  of  considerable  importance  have  come  before  the  Board 
and  decisions  made  only  after  most  careful  consideration.  Conferences  have 
been  held  from  time  to  time  with  the  other  boards  of  the  town  government 
on  matters  of  mutual  interest.  It  was  necessary  in  joint  session  with  the  Board 
affected  to  fill  two  vacancies  on  the  Light  Board  and  one  on  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  Board  would  express  its  appreciation  of  the  assistance  given  by  Town 
Accountant  Harry  A.  Simonds  and  the  advice  of  the  Town  Counsel  Maynard 
E.  S.  Clemons,  both  being  especially  helpful  this  year.

Report  of  Planning  Board 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : — 

Wakefield,  Mass. 
Gentlemen : — 

The  Town  Planning  Board  has  met  regularly  the  past  year  and  submits  here- 
with its  annual  report. 

Two  new  members  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Charles  F.  Winter  and  Mr.  E.  M.  Bridge, 
commenced  their  terms  of  office  in  the  spring  of  the  present  year.  In  Septem- 
ber the  Board  received  and  accepted  with  sincere  regret  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Curtis  L.  Sopher.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board,  acting 
jointly,  later  filled  this  vacancy  by  electing  Mr.  Philip  W.  Foster  to  complete 
the  unfinished  term  of  Dr.  Sopher. 

The  Department  of  Public  Utilities  has  held  many  hearings  at  the  State  House 
for  the  consideration  of  transportation  problems  in  and  about  Metropolitan 
Boston.  This  Board  has  had  one  or  more  of  its  members  present  at  most  of 
these  hearings.  Wakefield's  particular  problem  in  this  connection,  is  the  traffic 
by  heavy  trucks  operated  by  out-of-town  concerns  down  Lakeside  and  through 
Wakefield  Square — causing  a  heavy  and  unjust  maintenance  charge  upon  the 
taxpayers  of  the  town,  and  constituting  an  added  danger  to  local  machines, 
pedestrians  and  especially  school  children.  Several  meetings  were  held  with 
the  Reading  Town  Planning  Board  to  consider  a  possible  re-routing  of  this 
traffic.  No  mutually  satisfactory  route  could  be  found  however,  and  at  a  pub- 
lic hearing  this  Board  demonstrated  to  the  Department  of  Public  Utitlities  by 
means  of  a  carefully  prepared  statement  containing  the  result  of  a  count  of 
tracks  passing  through  Wakefield  Square  for  a  period  of  twenty-four  hours: 
first,  that  Wakefield  had  a  serious  problem;  second,  that  it  was  a  problem  which 
Wakefield,  alone,  could  not  solve.  This  subject  is  now  before  the  Depart- 
ment for  consideration. 

Wakefield  is  but  one  of  the  towns  in  Metropolitan  Boston  which  suffers  from 
unco-ordinated  transportation  and  planning.  This  Board,  together  with  others 
from  towns  about  Boston,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Maiden  Board  met  twice 
at  Maiden  this  fall.  At  these  meetings  a  temporary  organization  was  formed 
to  further  the  formation  of  a  Metropolitan  Planning  Board,  to  consider  prob- 
lems, of  a  Metropolitan  character,  such  as  transportation.  The  Wakefield 
Board  was  actively  represented  on  some  of  the  Committees,  holding  one  Chair- 
man ship. 

The  Wakefield  Board  was  present  at  the  Conference  of  the  Massachusetts 
Federation  of  Planning  Boards,  held  in  Boston  in  November  at  the  invitation 
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of  the  Governor  of  the  State.  As  a  result  of  the  work  at  Maiden  and  at  the 
conference  a  Metropolitan  Planning  Board  is  now  being  formed.  Wakefield 
may  be  as  active  in  the  work  of  this  Board  as  it  is  willing  to  be. 

The  Planning  Board  requested  and  received  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  uses  of  the  Board,  especially  in  connec- 
tion with  the  problem  of  zoning.  With  a  part  of  this  sum  we  have  to  date 
purchased  several  copies  of  the  most  up-to-date  map  of  the  town  and  the  latest 
edition  of  the  Insurance  maps  of  the  district.  These  maps  were  not  however 
entirely  suitable  for  the  work  of  the  Planning  Board  and  a  new  map  was  au- 
thorized to  be  drawn  up.  This  map  is  at  the  scale  of  400'  equal  to  one  inch  and 
is  at  present  being  brought  to  date  through  the  active  co-operation  of  the  Board 
of  Assessors.  The  original  tracing  will  be  the  property  of  the  Planning  Board 
and  for  the  first  time  in  the  town's  history  blue  prints  and  black  line  prints  of 
a  town  map  will  be  available  at  a  small  cost  to  all  departments  of  the  town  for 
use  in  keeping  records  and  in  planning  out  new  work. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  citizens  of  Wakefield  want  the  town  to  be  not  only 
bigger,  but  also  decidedly  better.  To  do  this  the  town  must  put  its  house  in 
order  so  that  it  may  attract  to  itself  high-grade  industries  and  an  intelligent 
and  useful  class  of  residents.  A  prominent  statistician  has  recently  made  the 
statement  that  in  the  next  five  years  more  than  one  million  people  yearly  will 
leave  our  larger  cities  and  move  into  suburban  districts,  the  result  due  largely 
to  the  tremendous  increased  use  of  the  automobile  for  transportation.  The 
same  authority  says,  that  in  the  same  five  years  Boston,  unless  it  enlarges  its 
present  boundaries,  will  show  a  lower  population  figure  than  it  does  today. 
Wakefield  is  in  line  to  receive  its  share  of  this  general  exodus.  Is  it  ready  for 
this  growth  and  prosperity? 

It  is  time  for  Wakefield  to  look  ahead  and  to  plan  now  to  insure  a  future  de- 
velopment that  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  whole  town.  The  most 
important  and  immediate  problems  confronting  the  town  from  the  planning 
point  of  view  are : 

Better  and  wider  main  thoroughfares  with  proper  connections  and  extensions 
of  the  minor  streets. 

A  more  adequate  supervision  and  control  of  new  plats  and  their  co-ordination 
with  each  other  and  with  existing  street  layouts. 

A  comprehensive  study  of  the  park  and  playground  possibilities  in  Wake- 
field and  a  real  program  of  development  along  these  lines. 

A  scheme  for  expansion  and  development  of  school  grounds  so  that  every 
child  will  have  a  play  space  other  than  the  public  street.  Each  year  this  is 
delayed  reduces  the  available  opportunities  and  increases  the  ultimate  cost. 

And,  lastly  the  establishment  of  a  zoning  ordinance  controlling  and  safe  guard- 
ing the  use  of  all  property  within  the  town. 

The  least  expensive  improvement  in  town  affairs  and  perhaps  the  most  far 
reaching  and  important  is  the  careful  preparation  and  acceptance  of  a  compre- 
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hensive  town  plan  and  zoning  ordinance.  Wakefield  is  going  to  continue  to 
grow  in  size.  It  will  either  grow  in  the  usual  haphazard  disorderly  expensive 
way  which  characterizes  the  past  of  American  cities  and  towns,  causing  the 
most  serious  of  these  present  problems,,  or  it  will  grow  in  an  orderly  intelli- 
gent and  economical  way.  The  only  way  for  Wakefield  to  grow  correctly  is 
in  accordance  with  and  subject  to  the  restrictions  of  intelligent  guidance. 

We  quote  from  the  recent  report  of  the  Boston  Planning  Board — "Without 
attempting  to  set  before  you  at  this  time  all  the  benefits  which  would  accrue 
from  the  adoption  of  a  comprehensive  zoning  plan,  we  would  mention  briefly 
that  it  would  stabilize  property  values,  protect  residential  districts  from  the 
encroachment  of  business  and  commercial  interests,  relieve  industrial  districts 
of  the  hampering  residential  requirements,  and  in  other  ways  tend  to  promote 
and  encourage  the  development  of  the  city  along  orderly  progressive  lines, — 
At  the  present  time  about  thirty  cities  throughout  the  United  States  have  adopt- 
ed zoning  plans  and  fully  as  many  more  have  the  matter  under  consideration. 
In  every  single  instance,  so  far  as  the  Planning  Board  is  able  to  ascertain,  the 
work  is  being  carried  on  with  the  assistance  of  expert  advice  and  opinion." 

The  advantages  of  zoning  or  districting  plans  are  being  so  generally  recog- 
nized, that  although  the  tendency  is  not  yet  apparent  here — yet  in  the  not  far 
distant  future,  the  unzoned  town  will  become  the  refuge  of  undesirable  and 
nuisance  industries,  with  the  attendant  congestion  of  population  with  its  prob- 
lems of  education,  Americanization  and  police  protection,  while  desirable  ad- 
ditions seek  other  localities  where  they  can  be  assured  of  the  protection  which 
zoning  affords. 

The  improvements  and  developments  outlined  above  are  essential  to  the  bet- 
terment and  growth  of  the  town  and  must  be  made  sooner  or  later.  They  do 
not  all  have  to  be  made  at  once  but  plans  should  be  prepared  now  and  the  ac- 
tual work  done  as  opportunity  and  funds  permit.  Unless  this  is  done  develop- 
ment will  drift  along  in  the  usual  haphazard  way  and  the  citizens  will  pay  more 
than  double  for  every  improvement  that  has  to  be  made  in  the  future  through 
force  of  necessity. 

To  adequately  investigate  existing  conditions,  to  carefully  study  the  prob- 
lems involved  and  to  prepare  plans  and  secure  proper  technical  advice  for  their 
right  solution  will  require  that  there  be  an  appropriation  from  the  town  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Planning  Board.  For  the  year  1923  we  believe  that  $2,000.00 
can  be  profitably  spent  on  such  work  and  that  the  immediate  return  to  the 
town  will  be  many  times  this  amount,  while  the  prevention  of  mistakes  and 
the  provision  for  desirable  future  growth  and  development  will  be  all  out  of 
proportion  to  the  sum  involved.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Wakefield,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : — 

There  were  six  employees  injured  during  the  past  year  who  received  com- 
pensation. Three  of  this  number  received  specific  compensation,  one  of  these 
for  the  amputation  of  finger  at  first  joint,  $120.00,  another  for  the  loss  of  the 
use  of  finger  at  first  joint  due  to  permanent  stiffness,  $120.00.  the  third  one  Mr. 
Levi  Muse  in  addition  to  regular  compensation  of  $16.00  per  week,  until  the 
same  amounts  to  $4,000.00,  also  $10.00  per  week  for  100  weeks  specific  com- 
pensation, $1,000.00  for  the  loss  of  both  hands  by  amputation.  This  is  the 
case  mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  both  hands  were  electrically  burned,  and 
while  every  effort  was  made  to  save  his  arms,  it  was  necessary  to  amputate 
both  to  save  the  patient's  life. 

This  has  been  the  most  distressing  case  that  the  town  has  had  in  its  experience 
of  compensation  insurance.  The  young  man  was  entirely  helpless.  I  am 
quite  sure  the  citizens  will  appreciate  the  action  of  the  various  town  officials 
who  approved  and  authorized  the  securing  for  Mr.  Muse  two  of  the  best  ar- 
tificial arms  to  be  had,  the  expense  of  these  was  $500.00  for  arms  and  $52.85 
for  expense  to  New  York  for  instruction  to  use  same. 

In  a  short  time  Mr.  Muse  was  able  to  write,  and  was  very  happy  to  not  be 
helpless,  but  able  to  help  himself,  I  might  add  that  Mr.  Muse  has  received  and 
is  receiving  the  maximum  amount  of  compensation  according  to,  the  Industrial 
Accident    Compensation    Insurance    Act. 

Also  payments  have  been  made  for  year  of  $10.00  per  week,  on  death  case 
continued  from  last  year. 

There  were  fifteen  (15)  employees  slightly  injured  who  received  medical  treat- 
ment only. 

I  have  attended  a  number  of  consultations  and  hearings  by  Accident  Board, 
at   State   House  in  connection  with  cases. 

The  expenditures  have  been  for  compensation  $2,733.29.  The  balance  for 
Medical  treatment,  Hospital  and  other  charges.  Total,  $3,787,33.  A  de- 
tailed statement  may  be  found  in  the  Town  Accountant's  report.

Gentlemen: — 

Following  is  my  report  for  the  year  1922. 

The  suit  for  $15,000.00  brought  by  Richardson,  Driver  et  al  against  the  town 
for  services  as  architects  for  High  School  after  many  conferences  was  settled 
for  $2,400.00,  the  amount  the  committee  under  advice  originally  offered  on 
this  claim. 

Suit  by  Bates  Motor  Sales  Co.  against  town  for  repairs  to  former  light  plant 
manager's  automobile  was  disposed  of  without  trial  by  discontinuance  by  plain- 
tiff, the  former  manager  paying  the  bill. 

Personal  taxes  have  been  collected  through  this  department  to  the  amount 
of  $856.88. 

Titles  have  been  examined  of  property  taken  over  by  the  town  and  in  one 
case  because  of  defective  title  the  matter  (land  on  Crystal  Lake)  will  have  to 
again  be  acted  on  in  town  meeting. 

A  considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  consumed  in  arranging  for  sale  of 
some  old  tax  titles  which  brought  in  $400.00.  There  remain  many  dollars  of 
the  town  in  olcUtax  titles. 

For  the  poor  department  I  have  brought  one  suit  for  $1,500.00  and  one  in 
equity  to  compel  support.     These  are  pending. 

There  are  pending  against  the  town  five  highway  accident  cases  and  one  for 
alleged  negligence  of  the  gas  department. 

Contracts  and  bonds  have  been  passed  upon  and  many  opinions  given  to 
the  different  departments  of  the  town.

There  are  at  the  present  time  9  pieces  of  apparatus  in  this  department,  di- 
vided as  follows: 

One  Triple  Combination  put  in  service  October  1912.  Is  equipped  with 
pump,  chemical  tank,  1,100  feet  of  2}/£  inch  hose,  together  with  such  other  equip- 
ment necessary. 

One  Combination  Service  truck  put  in  service  September,  1914.  Is  equipped 
with  310  feet  of  ladders,  one  chemical  tank,  I  oxygen  tank  for  resuscitation 
work,  together  with  500  feet  of  2%  inch  hose  and  much  other  equipment.

A  new  water  gun  has  been 
mounted  on  this  machine  capable  of  delivering  1,100  gallons  of  water  per  minute 
by  the  connection  of  four  2%  inch  hose  lines,  and  carries  much  other  smaller 
equipment. 

One  Auto  Combination  at  the  Greenwood  Station.  Is  equipped  with  800 
feet  of  23^  inch  hose,  chemical  tank,  and  other  equipment.  Put  in  service 
in  1914. 

One  horse  drawn  wagon  stationed  at  Montrose,  put  in  service  in  1893.  Car- 
ries 800  feet  of  23^  inch  hose  and  other  equipment. 

One  Buick  Chief's  car  put  in  service  in  1921.  This  machine  has  proved  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  department.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

The  Trustees  of  the  Beebe  Town  Library  present  the  sixty-seventh  annual 
report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  calendar  year,  1922. 

Throughout  the  year  interest  in  the  new  Library  building  has  constantly 
increased.  On  the  afternoon  of  March  17,  the  corner  stone  was  laid  with  ap- 
propriate exercises.  Mr.  Harris  M.  Dolbeare,  Chairman  of  the  Building  Com- 
mittee told  a  little  of  the  work  of  his  committee  and  also  showed  the  box  to  be 
placed  under  the  corner  stone  and  told  what  it  contained.  Mr.  W.  S.  Ripley, 
Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Library  Trustees  gave  a  brief  history  of  the  Library  and 
told  something  about  the  plans  of  the  new  building.  Miss  Lucia  Beebe  (now 
Mrs.  Albert  W.  Rockwood)  then  smoothed  the  cement  over  the  box  with  a 
silver  trowel,  properly  inscribed.  The  exercises  closed  with  America  sung 
by  the  school  children  led  by  Mr.  C.  Albert  Jones. 

The  generosity  of  the  Beebe  family  has  done  much  for  the  town.  In  Town 
Meeting  in  April  1868,  Mr.  Lilley  Eaton,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Library 
Trustees,  presented  their  report  and  moved  "that  in  view  of  Lucius  Beebe, 
Esquire's  having  presented  the  town  $500.00  for  purposes  of  the  Library,  that 
the  thanks  of  the  town  be  presented  to  Mr.  Beebe  for  his  generous  gift,  and 
that  the  Public  Library  be  hereafter  known  as  the  Beebe  Public  Library  of 
Wakefield."     This  motion  was  carried. 

In  1901,  Mr.  Cyrus  Gilbert  Beebe,  a  son,  left  a  fund  of  $2,000.00,  the  in- 
come thereof  to  be  used  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  in  the  purchase  of  books 
and  periodicals. 
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In  1919  another  son,  Mr.  Junius  Beebe,  gave  a  fund  of  $20,000.00,  three  fourths 
of  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  each  year  for  the  purchase  of  books  and 
one  fourth  to  be  added  to  the  principal. 

In  1922,  Mr.  Frederic  Beebe  of  Maiden  left  to  the  Library  a  fund  of  $1,000.00 
the  income  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Recently  still  further  gifts  have  been  added  to  the  previous  generosity  of 
the  family.  Mrs.  Decius  Beebe  of  Melrose  has  given  a  fund  of  $5,000.00  in 
memory  of  her  late  husband  to  be  known  as  the  Decius  Beebe  Trust.  Ninety 
percent,  of  the  income  is  to  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  books  exclusively 
for  children,  the  other  ten  percent  to  revert  to  the  fund  until  the  principal  amounts 
to  $20,000.00  after  which  the  entire  income  will  be  available  for  the  purchase 
of  children's  books. 

A  fund  of  $10,000.00  has  been  set  aside  by  Marcus  Beebe  of  Maiden,  ninety 
percent,  of  the  income  to  be  expended  for  the  general  purchase  of  books,  the 
remaining  ten  percent,  to  revert  to  the  fund  as  in  the  case  of  the  Decius  Beebe 
Trust.  When  this  fund  amounts  to  $20,000.00  the  entire  income  will  be  avail- 
able. 

In  addition  to  these  Trust  Funds,  Mr.  Junius  Beebe  has  given  the  Town  of 
Wakefield  in  honor  of  his  father  and  mother,  Lucius  and  Sylenda  Morris  Beebe, 
a  Memorial  Building  which  is  second  to  none.  The  citizens  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  the  generosity  of  these  loyal  friends,  a  generosity  which  means  so  much 
in  the  life  and  education  of  the  reading  public. 

A  beautiful  new  flag  has  been  presented  to  the  Library  by  the  Julia  Ward 
Howe  Tent,  49,  Daughters  of  Veterans  and  to  the  members,  the  Trustees  again 
extend  their  thanks. 

It  has  seemed  wise  to  the  Trustees  to  be  doing  everything  possible  toward 
making  the  break  between  the  old  and  the  new  with  the  least  possible  disturbance 
to  the  routine.  With  this  end  in  view,  the  Newark  charging  system  has  been 
adopted  and  installed  and  changes  in  the  borrower's  cards  have  been  made. 
These  changes  have  meant  extra  work  for  the  staff,  but  every  member  has  worked 
loyally  and  the  Trustees  wish  to  express  their  thanks  for  the  cheerful  co-operation 
shown. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Kosmos  Club  has  carried  on  a  Story  Telling  Hour 
for  children.  During  the  winter  months  a  committee  of  which  Mrs.  Louis 
Montaney  was  Chairman,  conducted  these  hours  on  ten  Saturday  mornings 
with    a   total    attendance    of    579. 

Closer  relations  with  the  schools  have  been  established  in  two  ways.  In 
October  fifty  books  were  sent  to  the  Woodville  School  and  when  they  were  re- 
turned in  December  it  was  found  that  these  books  had  circulated  one  hundred 
and  seventy  eight  (178)  times.  The  experiment  has  been  worth  while  and  more 
books  will  be  sent. 

Miss  Lee  gave  a  talk  on  "Children's  Reading  and  the  Opportunities  of  the 
Children's  Room  in  the  new  Library"  before  the  Hurd  School  Parent-Teacher's 
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Association  and  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  H.  M.  Dolbeare,  this  was  printed 
in  the  Daily  Item.  By  this  means  the  book  list  given  by  Miss  Lee  was  made 
available    for  parents  throughout  the  town. 

The  circulation  of  the  Beebe  Town  Library  continues  to  increase.  The  re- 
port for  the  current  year  shows  an  increase  of  two  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  ninety  eight  (2,798),  making  a  total  circulation  for  the  year  of  96,798  volumes. 

On  December  11,  the  new  plan  of  allowing  any  "reasonable"  number  of  books 
to  be  borrowed  on  an  adult's  card,  only  one  to  be  a  Seven  Day  book,  was  started 
and  it  has  proved  very  popular  with  the  public. 

There  have  been  some  changes  in  the  staff  during  the  year,  particularly  in 
the  Greenwood  Branch.  In  November,  Mrs.  Idabelle  F.  Studley  resigned 
on  account  of  her  marriage  to  Mr.  Harry  True  and  within  a  very  short  time, 
another  vacancy  was  caused  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  Cora  MacQuarrie.  Mrs. 
MacQuarrie  had  worked  wholly  at  the  Branch  and  Mrs.  Studley  had  worked 
at  both  the  Main  Library  and  the  Branch  since  joining  the  staff  in  1909.  The 
Trustees  regret  the  loss  of  these  faithful  members  of  the  staff. 

Miss  E.  Adelaide  Whittier  of  Melrose  Highlands  has  been  secured  as  a  general 
assistant.  She  has  worked  as  a  junior  assistant  in  the  Melrose  Public  Library 
and  is  thoroughly  qualified. 

Miss  Ruth  Shattuck  of  Swampscott,  now  employed  at  Danbury,  Conn., 
has  been  engaged  as  First  Assistant  and  Children's  Librarian  and  will  begin 
her  service  when  the  new  building  is  available. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  Library  building,  a  much  larger  appropriation 
will  be  needed  for  the  work  of  the  Library.  For  the  ensuing  year,  the  Trustees 
recommend  for  the  Library  appropriation  thirteen  thousand,  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-five  dollars  ($13,975).

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Beebe  Public  Library,  the  Librarian  submits  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  year,  1922. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  is  96,798,  showing  a  gain  of  2,798. 

With  the  increasing  income  from  trust  funds,  many  books  have  been  pur- 
chased on  request  of  patrons. 

Books  have  also  been  presented  to  the  Library  and  a  list  of  donors  follows 
later  in  this  report. 
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Some  changes  have  been  made  in  the  borrowers'  cards  and  in  various  labels, 
preliminary  to  further  changes  when  we  occupy  the  new  Library. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  staff.  On  October  first,  Bradford 
Newcomb,  who  has  had  charge  of  the  Reading  Room  on  Sunday  afternoons, 
resigned,  as  he  was  leaving  town  and  Richard  Mumford,  a  senior  in  the  High 
School,  was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy.  At  the  Greenwood  Branch,  Mrs. 
Idabelle  F.  Studley  married  and  resigned  on  November  first.  Before  her  resig- 
nation took  effect,  Mrs.  Cora  MacQuarrie,  her  assistant,  was  taken  very  suddenly 
and  seriously  ill  and  died.  This  complete  loss  at  the  Branch  of  two  faithful 
assistants  has  made  a  great  change.  Miss  Olive  L.  Eaton  of  the  main  Library 
and  Miss  Frances  Lee  are  there  for  the  present.  The  room  has  been  some- 
what rearranged  and  more  shelving  for  books  added.

The  above  statement  shows  that  the  receipts  of  the  Water  Department  were 
$7,722.51  more  than  our  expenditures  for  the  year  1922. 

All  bills  have  been  paid  up  to  and  including  December  31st  so  the  Depart- 
ment enters  the  new  year  with  no  current  indebtedness. 

We  feel  we  should  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Town  to  the  weakened  con- 
dition of  many  of  our  street  mains.  Extensive  re-laying  has  already  been  be- 
gun, as  our  Superintendent's  report  will  show,  and  we  aim  to  continue  these 
replacements  where  necessary,  especially  on  the  streets  where  surface  improve- 
ments are  called  for  by  the  plans  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  As  the  cost  of 
re-laying  these  mains  has  to  be  borne  solely  by  the  water-takers,  through  the 
regular  water  service  bills,  it  seems  fair  to  expect  that  the  Town  will  approve 
our  suggestion  that  our  large  profit  for  1922  shall  be  appropriated  back  to  the 
Department  for  permanent  replacement  work.  It  might  well  be  turned  over 
as  against  the  cost  of  relaying  our  mains  on  Lakeside,  as  will  be  necessary  if  the 
Town  adopts  the  proposal  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  re-build  that  street  this 
year. 

We  wish  also  to  emphasize  that  the  re-laying  of  pipes  on  Main  and  Water 
Streets  this  year  now  gives  the  Town  a  new  complete  cast  iron  system  all  the 
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way  through  from  our  Pumping  Station  to  the  Square;  also  down  Water  Street 
to  the  corner  of  Valley  Street.  The  fire  risk  in  the  business  section  of  the  Town 
has,   therefore,  been  considerably  reduced. 

The  Superintendent's  report,  which  follows,  gives  complete  details  regard- 
ing construction,  services,  improvements,  etc.,  which  may  be  of  interest  to  the 
Town.

New  hydrants  have  been  installed  as  follows: 

Green  Street,  corner  Shady  Avenue. 

Main  Street,  corner  Armory  Street. 

Lake  Street,  corner  Ballister  Street. 

Mountain  Avenue,  corner  Albion  Street. 

Newell  Road,  corner  Walter  Avenue. 

Newell  Road,  corner  Fox  Road. 

Fox  Road,  350  feet  north  of  Mountain  Avenue. 

In  addition  to  these,  a  private  hydrant  was  installed  at  the  L.  B.  Evans  Shoe 
Company's  yard. 

The  hydrant  located  at  the  new  High  School  on  Main  Street,  and  the  one  on 
Water  Street,  corner  Main  Street,  were  replaced  by  larger  ones,  which  provide 
ample  service  for  two  auto  pumpers  or  steamers  at  each  hydrant. 


Gates 

All  gates  have  received  the  usual  inspection,  and  all  have  been  closed  and 
opened  at  least  once  during  the  year. 


Improvements 
A  new  roof  has  been  put  on  the  meter  room,  at  the  Pumping  Station. 

The  electric  indicator  wires  between  the  Pumping  Station,  and  the  stand  pipe 
have  been  repaired,  the  poles  being  reset  and  new  wire  run  to  replace  the  old 
wire. 

The  main  pipe  on  Water  Street  from  Wiley  Street  to  the  Saugus  line  has  been 
lowered  to  a  depth  of  five  feet  to  prevent  freezing,  as  this  pipe  has  caused  much 
trouble  in  cold  weather  in  years  past. 

The  main  pipe  on  Park  Avenue  from  Morrison  Road  to  the  house  of  E.  Ulrici 
has  been  re-laid  with  Cast  Iron  pipe  and  lowered  to  a  depth  of  five  feet  to 
prevent  freezing,  as  this  pipe  has  also  caused  much  trouble  due  to  freezing. 

A  gate  has  been  installed  at  the  corner  of  Nahant  Street  and  Oak  Street  to 
enable  the  water  takers  on  Nahant  Street,  south  of  Oak  Street  to  get  water  and 
fire  protection  when  a  break  occurs  on  Nahant  Street,  north  of  Oak    Street. 

The  engines  and  equipment  at  the  Pumping  Station  are  being  painted,  which 
will  add  greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  interior  of  the  Station. 
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New  Equipment 

A  recording  gauge  has  been  installed  at  the  Pumping  Station  whereby  any 
variation  in  water  pressure  due  to  leaks,  broken  hydrants,  starting  and  stopping 
the  pumps  is  recorded  on  the  chart  of  the  gauge.

Water  Supply 

Costal  Lake  still  continues  to  serve  the  Town  as  a  water  supply,  and  the 
water  consumed  by  the  inhabitants  of  Wakefield,  is  as  good,  if  not  better  than 
the  average  water  supply  in  Eastern  Massachusetts. 

The  water  is  analyzed  each  week,  by  Weston  and  Sampson,  Chemical  En- 
gineers. 

Reconstruction 

On  Main  Street  from  Richardson  Street  to  Water  Street,  20"  Cast  Iron  pipe 
was  laid,  a  distance  of  100  feet,  the  remaining  distance,  625  feet,  was  laid  with 
16"  Cast  Iron  pipe.     This  pipe  replaces  a  10"  cement,  sheet  iron  pipe  laid  in 

1883. 

On  Water  Street,  from  Main  Street  to  Valley  Street  8"  Cast  Iron  pipe  was 
laid  to  replace  an  8"  cement,  sheet  iron  pipe  which  was  laid  in  1883,  this  pipe 
like  the  Main  Street  pipe  has  caused  much  trouble,  due  to  breaks  in  the  last 
few  years. 

In  connection  with  this  work  all  branch  mains  leading  to  side  street  were 
re-laid  with  Cast  Iron  pipe  as  far  as  the  gate  controlling  that  street.  This 
work  was  greatly  needed  and  has  improved  the  water  pressure  greatly. 
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Sewer  Construction 

On  Aborn  Avenue,  100  feet  of  6"  tile  sewer  was  laid  to  opposite  house  of  George 
Daland. 

On  Prospect  Street,  341  feet  of  8"  tile  sewer  was  laid  to  opposite  house  of 
A.  D.  Cate. 

On  Albion  Street  from  Gould  Street,  west  to  Jordan  Avenue,  an  8"  tile  sewer 
was  laid,  a  distance  of  619  feet. 

On  Jordan  Avenue,  from  Albion  Street,  north  to  Walter  Avenue  an  8"  tile 
sewer  was  laid,  a  distance  of  325  feet. 

On  Walter  Avenue,  from  Jordan  Avenue,  west  to  Newell  Road,  an  8"  tile 
sewer  was  laid,   a  distance  of  305  feet. 

On  Newell  Road,  631  feet  of  8"  tile  sewer  was  laid,  from  the  intersection  of 
Fox  Road,  south. 

On  Fox  Road,  372  feet  of  8"  tile  sewer  was  laid  from  the  intersection  of  Newell 
Road  south,  also  115  feet  of  8"  tile  sewer  was  laid  east  of  Newell  Road. 

On  private  way,  west  from  Cedar  Street,  a  6"  tile  sewer  was  laid  a  distance 
of  72  feet. 

Maintenance 

The  system  has  received  the  regular  cleaning  and  inspection. 

On  inspection  it  was  discovered  that  336  feet  of  8"  tile  sewer  had  settled, 
causing  frequent  stoppage£  on  Richardson  Street.  This  was  taken  up  and  re- 
laid  with  re-inforced  concrete  for  a  foundation,  and  is  now  giving  excellent 
service.

The  Clinic  for  children  crippled  by  Infantile  Paralysis  is  held  at  the  Dispen- 
sary as  heretofore.  The  treatments  are  given  by  Miss  Kemp  of  the  Harvard 
Infantile  Paralysis  Commission. 

The  collection  of  garbage  is  now  conducted  by  the  Board  of  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  and  all  communications  relative  thereto,  should  be  sent  direct  to 
that  Board. 

There  has  been  for  several  years  a  continual  nuisance  on  Bennett  Street, 
from  over-flowing  cesspools.  We  recommend  that  a  sewer  be  constructed  in 
this  street,  and  will  accordingly  put  an  article  to  this  effect  in  the  Town  War- 
rant.    Further  extension  of  the  sewer  system  is  desirable  in  the  Junction  dis- 
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trict,  and  in  the  near  future  the  question  of  sewers  in  Greenwood  must  be  con- 
sidered. The  Haywood  Bros.  Rattan  factory,  is  not  yet  sewered,  and  still 
presents  a  serious  health  problem  for  the  town. 

Mr.  Augustine  Jenkins  who  had  been  a  member  of  this  Board  since  1899, 
serving  as  secretary  for  the  entire  period,  resigned  in  April,  and  his  place  is 
filled  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Goodwin.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Inspector 

of  Milk 


To  the  Board  of  Health, 

Town  of  Wakefield,  Mass. 

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  present  for  your  consideration  my  report  for  the  year  1922. 

The  inspections  of  the  milk  supply  for  the  Town  of  Wakefield  for  the  year 
1922,  have  not  differed  in  many  respects  from  those  conducted  for  the  past  few 
years.  It  has  consisted  of  the  collecting  of  samples  of  milk  from  the  dealers 
and  in  the  analysis  of  the  same  for  the  butter  fats  and  the  total  solid  contents; 
also  in  the  inspection  of  the  premises  and  conditions  under  which  the  milk  was 
produced. 

The  results  of  these  tests  were  in  the  majority  of  cases  satisfactory  as  far 
as  the  standard  of  the  milk  was  concerned,  but  had  absolutely  no  influence 
upon  the  quality  of  the  milk  from  the  stand-point  of  cleanliness.  To  my  mind 
the  latter  is  the  most  important  phase  of  the  whole  milk  situation,  but  can  be 
accomplished  only  through  the  means  of  a  test  for  the  bacteria  contents. 

Ninety-six  (96)  samples  of  milk  and  eighteen  (18)  samples  of  cream  were 
analyzed  this  year.  Six  (6)  samples  of  milk  and  three  (3)  of  cream  were  found 
to  be  below  standard.  The  dealers  were  warned,  and  in  all  cases  the  quality  was 
immediately  improved.  Forty-four  dealers  and  stores  were  licensed  to  sell  milk, 
and  nineteen  (19)  stores  were  licensed  to  sell  oleo-margarine. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  department  were  thirty  one  dollars  ($31.00).

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Report  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  herewith  respectfully  submit  their  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending   December  31,    1922. 

At  the  beginning  of  1922,  we  had  at  the  Town  Home,  9  inmates,  3  of  whom 
have  died  during  the  year,  leaving  3  women  and  3  men,  some  of  whom  are  bed- 
ridden and  require  constant  and  careful  attention. 

The  number  of  mothers  making  application  for  aid  has  increased.  Those 
receiving  temporary  aid  have  decreased  as  it  has  been  our  good  fortune 
to  secure  employment  for  some  of  both  sexes. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  March  meeting  to  have  the 
Poor  Department  collect  the  garbage,  same  to  begin  May  1st,  1922,  as  this  was 
a  new  venture  and  necessitated  quite  an  expense  to  purchase  equipment,  horses, 
wagons  and  other  accessories  also  an  addition  to  the  barn  to  be  used  as  a  wagon 
shed  and  a  cellar  for  the  hog  pens,  the  foundations  for  same  having  been  built 
some  years  ago.  We  have  purchased  37  brood  sows  and  at  present  there  are 
44  brood  sows,  3  boars  and  26  pigs.  The  collection  of  garbage  is  larger  than 
we  anticipated,  nevertheless  having  been  in  the  business  for  9  months  and 
as  was  expected  have  had  some  complaints,  both  reasonable  and  unreasonable 
but  on  the  whole  we  feel  that  most  people  are  satisfied  with  the  service  that 
we  have  given.  We  found  it  quite  a  proposition  to  find  and  hold  reliable  help 
for  the  above  work  but  with  the  experience  of  the  past  year,  we  hope  to  improve 
the  service  for  this  coming  year.  Receipts  from  the  sale  of  pork  this  year  have 
been  $961.36. 

Under  the  management  of  Supt.  and  Matron  Mrs.  Melvin  Brown,  the  Farm 
has  been  successfully  carried  on  and  the  inmates  are  all  well  cared  for,  and  we 
feel  the  town  is  fortunate  in  having  such  assistants. 

At  the  Farm  on  Saturday,  March  18th,  we  experienced  a  bad  roof  fire  on  the 
main  house  which  did  considerable  damage  from  fire,  smoke  and  water  and 
the  amount  of  the  damage,  $2,319.00  was  recovered  from  the  fire  underwriters. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  in  various 
ways.  Many  factories  and  stores  have  given  employment  at  our  request 
and  the  various  churches,  organizations  and  individuals  have  also  given  great 
assistance.     To  all  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation.

Report  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Dispensary 


To  the  Wakefield  Board  of  Health: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  herewith  respectfully 
submitted. 

The  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  has  been  carried  on  as  in  previous 
years,  with  Clinics  Tuesday  afternoons  from  3.30  to  4.30  p.  m.,  and  Friday 
evenings  from  8.30  to  9.30.  From  January  1st  to  December  31st,  1922,  80 
examinations  were  made,  and  40  patients  were  examined. 

There  were  16  new  cases  reported,  and  8  deaths.  Four  of  the  new  cases  that 
were  reported  were  found  to  be  in  the  advanced  stages  of  the  disease,  and  not 
susceptible  to  much  improvement  at  Sanatoria  or  from  treatment  elsewhere. 
The  importance  to  the  patient  and  to  the  community  of  an  early  diagnosis, 
and  the  institution  of  proper  treatment  can  hardly  be  over  estimated.  Through 
the  aid  of  the  Board  of  Health  Dispensary  4  cases  were  sent  to  Sanatoria.  There 
are  other  cases  in  the  community  whose  surroundings  and  home  conditions 
are  anything  but  favorable  to  tubercular  patients,  but  it  is  impossible  to  con- 
vince them  of  that  fact. 

There  are  54  resident  cases  on  record,  17  which  are  active,  37  arrested.  Twenty- 
one  of  the  resident  cases  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  dispensary  and  the 
remaining  33  under  the  supervision  of  local  physicians.  Besides  these  there  are 
30  suspicious  cases,  and  8  cases  in  Sanatoria.  Six  tubercular  patients  left  town 
during  the  year. 
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The  Board  of  Health  nurse  assists  at  clinics  Tuesday  afternoons  and  Fri- 
day evenings,  visits  tubercular  patients,  investigates  new  cases,  obtains  records 
of  cases,  instructs  those  that  remain  at  home  on  living  methods  and  care  of 
sputum,  so  that  others  may  not  become  infected,  and  distributes  sputum  boxes.

NEW  HIGH  SCHOOL 

It  was  hoped  that  the  new  High  School  building  would  be  ready  for  occupancy 
by  not  later  than  January  I,  1923,  but  owing  to  conditions  arising  which  held 
up  the  contractor,  it  will  probably  be  March  or  April  before  the  building  is  com- 
pleted. 

The  removal  to  the  new  school  will  greatly  relieve  conditions  in  the  grammar 
grades,  as  it  is  the  intention  of  the  committee  to  bring  the  eighth  grade  pupils 
from  the  other  buildings  in  town  to  the  old  High  School. 


REPAIRS 

Electric  lights  have  been  installed  in  the  Lincoln  School,  and  it  is  the  inten- 
tion of  the  committee  ultimately  to  equip  all  school  buildings  with  this  sys- 
tem of  lighting. 

The  exterior  of  the  Prospect  School  was  painted  during  the  summer  vacation 
and  a  new  roof  put  on  the  building. 

The  two  room  portable  building  which  had  been  in  use  for  High  School  pur- 
poses was  removed  to  Greenwood.  This  has  relieved  conditions  for  the  present 
at  that  building,  and  enabled  us  to  resume  the  regular  sessions  iiistead  of  the 
two  session  plan. 


PROFESSIONAL  ADVANCEMENT 

Four  teachers  have  received   credits   for  professional   advancement   during 
the  year. 


CHARLES  H.  HOWE  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  progress  being  made  by  the  High  School  Parent 
Teacher  Association  through  a  special  committee  to  create  a  fund  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  for  the  High  School  Library. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  gratefully  receipt  of  a  valuable  collection  of  books 
of  the  late  Samuel  K.  Hamilton  kindly  given  by  Mrs.  Hamilton.  This  is  to 
be  known  as  "The  Samuel  K.  Hamilton  Collection." 

Also  a  valuable  collection  of  manuscript  music  has  been  received  from  Mrs.

Report  of  Superintendent 


To  the  School  Committee  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
1922. 

The  many  duties  which  have  fallen  upon  me  in  looking  after  details  in  con- 
nection with  the  building  and  equipment  of  the  new  High  School  have  been 
a  heavy  drain  upon  my  time  and  have  detracted  materially  from  the  regular 
school  work.  The  generous  support  of  the  teachers  and  principals  has  been  of 
great  help  in  making  this  year  one  of  progress. 

NEW  H[GH  SCHOOL  BUILDING 

After  many  years  of  waiting,  a  new  High  School  building  seems  to  be  a  reality. 
It  is  almost  completed,  and  we  expect  to  enter  it  sometime  in  the  spring.  I 
believe  the  Townspeople  will  be  well  satisfied  with  both  the  building  and  equip- 
ment in  spite  of  some  criticism  which  has  been  current.  This  criticism  has 
been  made  by  those,  principally,  who  do  not  know  exactly  what  we  have,  nor 
how  expansive  a  plant  it  is.  I  think  it  may  be  well  to  defer  a  description  of 
both  building  and  contents  until  a  later  date. 
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I  hope  that  when  the  building  is  ready  for  occupancy,  we  may  have  open 
house  some  afternoon  and  evening  when  every  one  who  may  be  interested  may 
have  a  chance  to  go  all  over  the  building  and  inspect  all  parts,  together  with 
the  equipment  and  apparatus. 

OLD  HIGH  SCHOOL  BUILDING 

When  we  do  make  the  transfer  from  the  old  building,  this  will  be  available 
for  such  purposes  as  we  may  determine  on  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town.  As 
I  have  stated  elsewhere  there  are  three  districts  which  are  now,  or  soon  will 
be,  badly  over  crowded.  The  annex  which  was  added  about  twenty  years 
ago  is  suitable  for  grade  work.  These  six  rooms  can  be  used  for  the  8th  grades 
of  the  Town  without  any  expense  for  alteration.  Thej^  are  heated  by  two  fur- 
naces, so  the  plant  can  be  run  economically.  I  see  no  other  way  than  to  use 
them  as  soon  as  we  can  by  bringing  all  the  8th  grades  together  here,  with  the 
possible  exception  of  Greenwood.  At  a  comparatively  small  expense,  room  1 
can  be  made  over  into  an  assembly  hall  which  might  also  be  used  by  other  town 
departments,  when  a  large  committee  or  hearing  room  may  be  wanted.  Prac- 
tically all  that  would  be  necessary  would  be  to  remove  the  seats  and  desks  and 
replace  them  with  portable  chairs.  Probably  about  S500.00  would  make  all 
the  necessary  changes. 

By  transferring  the  8th  grades,  we  shall  not  only  gain  room  in  the  elementary 
buildings  but  I  believe  we  shall  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  work  in  this  grade. 
By  transferring  those  teachers  who  are  interested  and  efficient  in  certain  lines, 
we  can  more  thoroughly  departmentalize  the  work,  and  I  believe,  give  a  better 
fit  to  those  who  finish  the  elementary  school. 

Mr.  George  E.  Hayes  who  is  now  serving  as  principal  of  the  Warren  School 
will  take  charge  of  this  work  in  addition  to  his  other  duties.  He  is  at  work  on 
plans  so  there  may  be  no  delay  when  we  are  ready  to  begin. 

CROWDED  CONDITIONS 

I  presume  there  will  be  few  reports  written  this  year  which  will  not  have 
something  to  say  about  the  lack  of  room  for  the  pupils  of  the  community.  Many 
cities  and  towns  do  not  have  seats  enough  for  all  the  pupils  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  they  may  have    several  portable  buildings  in  use. 

In  my  report  last  year  I  showed  the  growth  of  the  school  population  and  the 
lack  of  growth  of  accommodations  for  the  past  ten  3^ears.  There  was  no  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  rooms  until  1917  when  the  new  Montrose  building  was 
erected,  except  a  one  room  portable  in  the  Franklin  district.  The  Woodville 
School  followed  in  1919,  adding  four  rooms.  Next  came  a  two  room  portable 
building  at  the  High  School.  While  we  were  adding  eight  available  rooms, 
the  school  enrollment  increased  about  500.  You  see  we  have  had  a  serious 
problem  in  housing,  but  I  feel  that  we  satisfactorily  took  care  of  the  situation. 
The  new  High  School  building  is  not  yet  ready  for  occupancy,  and  probably 
will  not  be  before  spring.

Three  districts  are  now  in  bad  shape  as  far  as  seating  accommodations  are 
concerned.  There  are  part  time  classes  in  the  Lincoln  and  Franklin  districts. 
We  transferred  the  two  room  portable  building  from  the  High  School  to  the 
Greenwood  district,  expecting  the  new  High  School  building  would  be  ready 
at  least  by  January  1.  This  transfer  has  been  a  serious  handicap  to  the  work 
of  the  High  School,  but  it  has  temporarily  taken  care  of  the  situation  in  Green- 
wood. There  has  been  a  large  amount  of  building  in  this  section,  and  this  of 
course  means  an  increase  in  the  population,  which  in  turn  means  an  increase 
in  the  number  attending  school.  Last  fall  we  had  a  large  entering  class,  and 
a  comparatively  small  graduating  class.  We  expect  the  same  thing  to  be  true 
next  fall.  If  it  does  materialize,  we  shall  need  another  room  at  least,  if  not 
two. 

There  are  of  course  four  ways  to  meet  this  situation: 

1.  Put  some  classes  on  part  time  again. 

2.  Add  another  portable  building. 

3.  Assign  the  8th  grade  to  old  High  School  building. 

4.  Build  a  new  schoolhouse  or  an  addition. 

If  the  finances  of  the  Town  seemed  at  all  to  warrant  such  action,  I  should 
by  all  means  advocate  the  building  of  an  addition  to  the  present  building.  Hav- 
ing shown  the  possible  solutions  of  the  problem,  and  bearing  in  mind  the  financial 
conditions  of  the  Town,  I  leave  it  to  the  people  to  suggest  which  plan  they  wish 
to  adopt  at  the  present  time. 

The  Franklin  district  is  in  fully  as  bad  a  condition  as  the  Greenwood  district. 
Here  we  have  a  portable  in  use  and  two  grades  on  part  time,  with  other  rooms 
housing  more  pupils  than  they  should.  We  can  ease  the  situation  a  little 
by  sending  the  8th  grade  to  the  old  High  School  building  when  available,  but 
I  am  afraid  that  even  this  will  not  give  all  the  relief  we  shall  probably  need  next 
fall.  The  Town  has  got  to  face  a  problem  here  in  the  immediate  future.  It 
certainly  looks  as  though  we  shall  have  to  ask  for  an  addition  within  a  year 
or  so. 

In  the  Lincoln  district  we  have  one  grade  divided  and  attending  part  time. 
If  we  transfer  the  8th  grades  to  the  old  High  School  building,  we  shall  have 
two  extra  rooms  available  for  the  others.  These  will  take  care  of  the  part 
time  grade  and  give  some  relief  to  those  other  rooms  which  are  now  over  crowded. 
I  do  not  feel  sure  that  we  are  secure  for  any  considerable  length  of  time. 

PROFESSIONAL  IMPROVEMENT 

Two  years  ago  the  Committee  adopted  a  plan  to  stimulate  study  for  pro- 
fessional improvement  on  the  part  of  the  teachers.  This  plan  was  published 
in  full  at  that  time.  We  are  already  seeing  results,  showing  the  wisdom  of 
the  plan.  Many  teachers  are  now  doing  some  regular  studying  to  better  fit 
themselves  for  their  work  in  hand.  Last  year  there  were  four  who  were  given 
the  necessary  six  credits  and  the  resulting  increase  of  $75.00  in  salary.  This 
year  there  were  four  others  who  gained  the  six  credits.     This  work  cannot  but 
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help  improve  the  classroom  work,  for  it  gives  the  teacher  a  larger  store  from 
which  to  draw. 

UNIVERSITY  EXTENSION  CLASS 

Since  the  Committee  presented  the  plan  for  recognizing  professional  im- 
provement by  a  special  increase  in  salary,  many  teachers  have  taken  courses 
at  various  institutions,  including  the  University  Extension  courses.  We  felt 
that  it  might  be  possible  to  save  some  expense  of  time  and  travel  if  we  could 
have  a  course  given  in  Wakefield,  if  we  could  find  one  that  would  appeal  to 
a  sufficient  number  of  teachers.  We  were  finally  enabled,  through  the  Uni- 
versity Extension  Department,  to  make  arrangements  with  Prof.  John  Ma- 
honey  of  Boston  University  and  Harvard  College  to  come  to  Wakefield  and 
give  his  course  of  "English  in  the  Grades."  We  find  that  the  teachers  are  in- 
terested in  the  course  and  that  it  is  having  a  vital  effect  in  turn  upon  the  work 
in  the  schools.  I  believe  that  courses  given  in  this  way  are  important  enough 
to  include   as   a   part  of  our  regular  program. 

BUSINESS  PAGEANT 

Last  fall  the  Elks  gave  a  Business  Pageant  in  the  Armory,  at  which  the  School 
Department  made  an  exhibit  of  practically  all  phases  of  school  work.  The 
red  room  was  assigned  to  us,  and  we  made  use  of  the  walls  and  tables  to  show 
specimens  of  work  and  photographs  of  certain  classes  at  work.  We  also  ex- 
hibited charts  showing  the  increases  in  enrollment  and  membership,  and  the 
increases  in  appropriations  for  the  different  divisions  of  our  department. 

The  exhibit  showed  the  work  of  the  Town  as  a  whole  rather  than  the  work  of 
individual  schools.  I  feel  that  this  must  have  been  worth  while,  judging  from 
the  number  of  visitors  who  spent  considerable  time  in  the  room.  Two  men 
teachers  were  on  hand  at  all  times  to  answer  any  questions  which  might  be  asked 
and  to  make  any  necessary  explanations. 

TEST  BY  DR.  TROXELL 

During  the  spring  and  fall  the  State  examined  many  children  to  determine 
if  possible  why  these  pupils  were  below  grade.  We  have  just  received  the  last 
report  of  these  examinations.  There  were  many  who  were  three  years  or  more 
below  grade.  We  should  establish  a  class  or  classes  to  take  care  of  these  children 
and  give  them  the  special  attention  which  they  need.  When  we  move  to  the 
new  High  School,  we  might  take  one  room  in  the  old  building  for  this  work 

SCHOOL  SAVINGS  BANKS 

The  schools  in  which  the  teachers  are  interested  do  the  best  work  with  the 
School  Savings  Banks.  Below  is  a  table  giving  the  data  for  the  year  and  also 
the  data  for  the  years  in  which  we  have  been  giving  attention  to  this  work. 

The  School  Savings  Bank  necessarily  takes  a  great  deal  of  time  from  the 
principal  or  some  teacher.  It  is  so  complex  that  it  is  hardly  safe  to  leave  much 
of  it  to  the  pupils,  as  there  are  so  many  chances  for  mistakes.  I  hope  the  time 
may  soon  come  when  each  school  may  have  an  automatic  teller. 
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EVENING  SCHOOL  AND  AMERICANIZATION 

Miss  Josephine  Rourke  who  acts  as  Director  of  Americanization  and  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Evening  School  has  done  a  fine  piece  of  work  and  deserves  com- 
mendation. I  include  a  portion  of  her  report,  which  will  give  some  idea  of 
her  work. 

EVENING  SCHOOL  REPORT  FOR  1922 

In  the  organization  of  the  Evening  School  classes  during  1922,  an  effort  was 
made  to  meet  the  needs  and  desires  of  the  greatest  number  of  students,  both 
native  and  foreign  born.  In  an  attempt  to  carry  out  this  purpose,  four  dis- 
tinct types  of  work  were  offered. 

I.  Practical  Arts.     Millinery  and  Sewing. 

II.  Adult  Immigrant  Education. 

III.  Instruction  to  Illiterate  MinoTrs. 

IV.  Civil  Service  Preparatory  Work. 

Adult  Immigrant  Education 

According  to  the  census  returns  of  1920,  25%  of  Wakefield's  entire  population, 
or  3,312  persons  are  of  foreign  birth,  the  majoritjf  of  whom  come  from  such 
non-English  speaking  countries  as  Italy,  Poland,  Russia,  Sweden,  etc.  Many 
of  these  people  own  their  own  homes,  contribute  to  Wakefield's  Industrial  pro- 
duction, have  become  citizens  by  Naturalization  and  form  a  very  desirable 
population.  By  the  following  report  of  work  as  it  has  been  carried  on  in  the 
Americanization  classes  during  the  year,  it  is  evident  that  a  large  number  of 
the  remaining  aliens  are  anxious  to  learn  our  language,  history  and  govern- 
ment so  that  they  also  may  become  respected  citizens  of  the  country.  The 
town  will  no  doubt  be  amply  repaid  for  the  effort  it  is  making  to  help  these 
people   to   become   assimilated. 

Early  in  January,  Mr.  Charles  M.  Herlihy,  the  State  Supervisor  of  Ameri- 
canization, visited  all  the  classes  and  granted  that  their  organization  and  work 
complied  with  the  State's  requirement  for  reimbursement.  Unlimited  help 
and  guidance  was  given  by  Mr.  Herlihy's  office  throughout  the  year.  In  com- 
pliance with  an  agreement  made  when  classes  were  opened  in  the  fall,  Federal 
Examiner  Spellman  was  sent  to  Wakefield  to  give  the  final  examination  for 
citizenship  in  the  classroom.  It  proved  to  be  a  very  agreeable  arrangement 
and  will  be  repeated  each  year  as  the  men  complete  their  course. 

The  Closing  Exercises  for  the  Evening  School  Classes  of  1921-23  were  held 
in  the  Town  Hall,  Friday  evening,  March  24th.  They  were  the  first  public 
exercises  of  the  kind  held  in  Wakefield  and  proved  of  great  interest  ana  sig- 
nificance. The  immigrants  brought  their  friends  to  see  their  work  and  their 
exercises  and  to  rejoice  with  them  when  they  received  their  diplomas  and  cer- 
tificates for  their  year's  work.     The  attendance  of  so  many  townspeople  and 
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their  services  in  helping  to  decorate  the  hall  and  make  the  program  a  success 
is  greatly  appreciated.  We  wish  to  thank  the  patriotic  organizations  who 
loaned  their  "colors"  and  sent  representatives  to  the  exercises. 

The  striking  features  of  the  program  rested  in  the  messages  brought  by  three 
members  of  the  evening  classes,  Messrs.  Guarnaccia,  Pirro  and  Nutile. 

Mr.  Guarnaccia,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Advanced  English  class  read  a 
paper  on  "Americanization"  which  he  wrote  in  school.  He  expressed  his  be- 
lief that  the  foreign  born  men  and  women  of  Wakefield  are  better  and  happier 
because  of  their  attendance  in  the  evening  school  classes. 

No  better  argument  could  have  been  offered  for  the  truth  of  his  statement 
than  Mr.  Nutile's  story  of  what  he  had  learned  at  school  during  the  winter  and 
and  what  the  new  knowledge  meant  to  him.  He  produced  his  first  citizen- 
ship papers,  check  book  and  insurance  papers  signed  in  his  own  writing  and 
explained  that  before  this  winter  he  had  never  known  what  it  meant  to  write 
his  own  signature. 

Mr.  Pirro,  a  member  from  one  of  the  club  classes,  explained  that  although 
he  had  lived  in  this  country  for  several  years,  he  had  learned  to  speak  almost 
no  English  because  he  had  never  mingled  with  the  American  people.  In  his 
class,  he  was  learning  to  speak  English  as  he  demonstrated  and  he  was  "very, 
very  sorry  that  the  school  must  now  finish." 

Federal  diplomas  were  awarded  to  the  pupils  who  passed  the  citizenship 
examination  and  State  certificates  to  pupils  of  the  Adult  Immigrant  classes 
who  were  in  regular  attendance  throughout  the  course.  Special  town  certifi- 
cates were  given  to  members  of  the  Practical  Arts,  Advanced  English  and  Minor 
classes. 

Music  of  a  very  classical  nature  was  furnished  by  the  Columbus  Musical 
and  Educational  Club  band  which  donated  its  services  to  the  school  for  the  second 
time  during  the  year. 

Immediately  following  the  close  of  school  in  March,  a  second  Citizenship 
class  was  organized  and  taught  by  the  Director  at  the  High  School  during  the 
evenings  of  May  and  June.  These  men  passed  their  examinations  and  received 
their  final  papers  at  the  end  of  the  course. 

During  the  spring  months,  a  special  effort  was  made  to  reach  the  foreign 
women  to  a  greater  extent.  Small  groups  of  mothers  who  were  unable  to  at- 
tend the  schools  during  the  winter  were  organized  into  classes,  meeting  at  one 
of  the  homes.  The  teacher  with  portable  blackboard,  books  and  other  sup- 
plies went  from  house  to  house  meeting  each  group  three  times  a  week  for  half 
hour  periods.  Many  of  these  women  have  lived  in  Wakefield  for  five,  ten  and 
more  years  but  because  of  their  large  families  have  not  had  the  opportunity 
to  mingle  as  their  husbands  do  with  the  American  people.  They  are  almost 
pathetically  eager  to  learn  and  will  drop  their  work  to  "speak  English"  when- 
ever the  teacher  can  come. 
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Opening  of  Classes  in  Fall. 

The  majority  of  students  who  attended  school  last  year,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Citizenship  graduates,  returned  when  classes  reopened  this  fall,  to 
carry  on  thier  work  in  higher  grades.  Their  progress  is  very  marked  and  it 
is  intensely  interesting  to  step  into  an  Intermediate  class  and  hear  men  who 
could  speak  almost  no  English  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  carrying  on  a  very  intelli- 
gent conversation  in  short  but  perfect  English  sentences. 

The  possibility  of  this  advancement  is  due  in  large  part  to  the  carefully  pre- 
pared course  of  study  offered  by  the  State  and  used  in  all  of  our  Americanization 
classes.  Teacher  improvement  conferences  have  been  held  at  regular  inter- 
vals to  discuss  such  topics  as: — 

Drills — Devices — Illustrative  Material. 

Advanced  Conversational  Lessons  for  Beginners. 

Method  of  teaching  Conversational  Lessons  in  Intermediate  Classes,  etc. 

The  major  text  materials  used  were  sent  to  the  town  by  the  State,  free  of  charge. 
Over  200  copies  were  received  during  the  past  year.  These  "Massachusetts 
Lessons"  have  been  adopted  by  the  Federal  Government,  bound  into  book 
form  and  are  being  circulated  for  use  in  Americanization  classes  in  all  the  states 
of|the  Union.  Supplementary  texts  were  purchased  by  the  School  Depart- 
ment.

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There  has  been  a  growing  demand  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  in  the  school  for 
assistance  in  making  out  applications  for  first  and  second  papers  and  for  ad- 
vice on  immigrant  problems.  Miss  Mary  L.  Power,  field  secretary  from  the 
Mass.  Bureau  of  Immigration,  spent  one  evening  at  the  school  assisting  in  mak- 
ing out  papers  and  helping  to  unsnarl  some  of  the  problems  that  were  bother- 
ing the  students.  She  carried  several  cases  to  the  State  Bureau  for  help.  As- 
sistance rendered  at  the  school  during  the  year: 

I.  Applications  for  1st  papers 50 

II.  Applications  for  2nd  papers 20 

III.  Investigations,  personal  assistance,  etc 35 

Total 105 

Factory  Classes. 

After  the  Evening  Schools  were  well  on  their  way  this  fall,  the  Heywood 
Wakefield  Co.  was  approached  with  the  proposition  of  allowing  the  School 
Department  to  organize  English  and  Citizenship  classes  in  the  factory.  Mr. 
E.  W.  Packard,  Employment  Manager,  reported  immediately  after  taking  it 
up  with  the  management  that  the  plan  was  accepted  and  put  men  to  work  clean- 
ing out  the  upper  floor  of  the  paint  shop,  building  tables  and  getting  all  in  readi- 
ness for  the  opening  of  the  school. 

On  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  when  the  whistle  blows  at  5.15  P.  M. 
the  men  pass  quickly  from  their  work  to  their  class  which  remains  in  session 
until  6  o'clock.  Through  these  classes  the  school  is  reaching  men  that  have 
never  been  reached  through  the  Evening  School.  The  educational  survey  which 
was  taken  at  the  factory  and  the  effort  made  by  the  company  to  provide  com- 
fortable and  convenient  schooling  for  their  immigrant  employees  has  opened 
a  channel  through  which  some  splendid  work  should  be  accomplished.  In 
the  long  run  both  employer  and  employee  are  bound  to  profit  by  it.  I  hope 
that  in  the  future  these  classes  may  be  prominent  in  all  of  the  industries  in  Wake- 
field that  employ  non-English  speaking  people. 

Practical  Arts  Classes. 

With  an  enrollment  of  104  pupils  in  the  Practical  Arts  classes  last  October, 
it  was  necessary  to  engage  three  additional  teachers.  We  were  very  fortunate 
in  securing  young  women  who  are  trained  teachers  and  who  are  at  the  same 
time  in  the  employ  of  such  companies  as  L.  P.  Hollander,  E.  T.  Slattery  and 
R.  H.  Stearns. 

The  five  classes  were  made  up  of  mothers  from  all  sections  of  the  Town,  young 
ladies  who  are  employed  in  the  factories  and  teachers  in  Reading  and  Wakefield . 
Pupils  attending  from  Reading  are  charged  for  their  tuition. 

Illiterate  Jtfinor  Classes. 

Approximately  35  boys  and  girls  under  the  age  of  21,  who  have  not  com- 
pleted sixth  grade  work  are  employed  in  the  factories  of  Wakefield  and  neigh- 
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boring  towns.  These  pupils  are  compelled  to  attend  the  Evening  School  regular- 
ly. A  record  of  their  attendance  is  sent  to  their  employer  every  two  weeks. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  year  no  little  time  and  effort  was  spent  in  following  up 
the  attendance  of  these  pupils  and  keeping  them  in  school.  With  a  helping 
hand  from  the  factories,  however,  conditions  were  quite  reversed  before  the 
term  was  over  and  the  absences  reduced.  Some  of  these  boys  and  girls  are 
unable  to  do  work  above  third  and  fourth  grade.  There  is  no  group  in  the 
school  that  needs  more  individual  attention.  For  this  reason,  all  the  illiterate 
minors  who  are  unable  to  speak  English  are  placed  in  the  Americanization  classes, 
leaving  the  "Minor  Class"  for  those  who  speak  English  but  who  have  not  an 
elementary  education. 

Civil  Service  Preparatory  Work .     (English  and  Arithmetic) . 

A  request  came  from  several  of  last  years  Advanced  English  Class  for  a  Civil 
Service  Preparatory  Course.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Mass.  Division 
of  University  Extension  which  agreed  to  furnish  the  course  and  pay  for  the 
instruction  one  night  a  week,  the  town  paying  for  the  other  two. 

Purpose  of  the  Course. 

Experience  proves  that  the  greatest  weakness  of  people  who  seek  positions 
through  Civil  Service  examinations  lies  in  their  inability  to  express  themselves 
in  writing  so  that  they  can  be  understood.  They  fail  to  convince  the  examiner 
that  they  know  their  subject  well  because  they  do  not  tell  what  they  know  in 
a  clear  and  connected  fashion.  The  course  aims  to  train  men  and  women  who 
have  knowledge  to  present  it  clearly  and  correctly.  While  everyone  ought 
to  be  able  to  express  himself  clearly  and  correctly  in  writing,  few  are  able  to 
do  so  without  training. 

The  arithmetic  course  afforded  instruction  in  percentage,  profit  and  loss, 
insurance,  taxes,  commission,  interest,  and  partnership. 

SCHOOL  NURSE 

One  of  the  valuable  additions  to  the  program  was  the  employment  of  a  school 
nurse  for  full  school  time.  Miss  Mary  K.  English  not  only  gives  all  her  time 
during  school  hours  to  her  work  of  looking  after  the  physical  welfare  of  the  pupils, 
but  she  spends  many  more  hours  in  visiting  the  homes  for  follow  up  work  and 
consultation  with  the  parents,  and  gives  many  Saturdays  to  taking  children  to 
different  clinics  in  Boston  for  treatment. 

Below  are  excerpts  from  her  report: 

"The  children  in  all  schools  were  examined  by  the  school  physician  and,  as 
has  been  done  in  the  past  few  years,  the  primary  grades  were  weighed  and  meas- 
ured. The  children  in  the  Hamilton  School  where  they  have  milk  every  day, 
were  weighed  and  their  weights  compared  with  the  childrens'  weights  at  the 
Hurd  School.  The  result  showed  very  little  or  no  difference  in  their -averages. 
This  I  think  proves  that  the  children  in  both  schools  are  well  nourished,  re- 
ceiving proper  food  at  home  and  are  well  cared  for. 
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"Our  weighing  of  the  children  in  the  lower  grades  showed  a  very  small  per- 
cent, of  children  under  weight. 

"In  the  early  spring  a  list  of  all  retarded  or  backward  children  was  prepared 
by  the  teachers.  These  children  were  examined  by  a  doctor  from  the  State. 
I  was  present  at  some  of  these  examinations  and  a  teacher  was  always  present. 
We  found  a  number  of  children  of  school  age  who  had  never  been  admitted 
to  school;  others  who  were  admitted  and  were  not  able  to  attend  or  advance 
beyond  the  first  or  second  grade.  In  order  to  examine  these  children,  it  was 
necessarj'  to  have  permission  in  writing  from  the  parent.  I  visited  these  homes 
in  advance  of  the  doctor,  ten  in  all,  and  obtained  the  permission,  calling  later 
with  the  doctor  and  examining  the  children.  The  doctor  was  very  much  pleased 
with  the  manner  in  which  he  was  received  as  he  had  considerable  trouble  in 
some  of  the  surrounding  towns  in  examining  the  children  in  their  homes.  Dr. 
Troxell  recommended  institutional  care  for  these  ten  children. 

"In  the  spring  examination  of  throats,  the  number  of  notices  sent  home  in 
regard  to  enlarged  or  defective  tonsils  were  very  few.  The  teeth  are 
better  cared  for  in  the  primary  grades,  which  I  believe  is  in  a  large  measure 
due  to  the  teachers  who  have  taken  great  interest  in  the  health  of  the  child. 
The  eighth  grade  and  first  year  High  School  show  a  large  precent.  of  the  child- 
ren having  defective  teeth. 

"We  have  been  very  fortunate  in  not  having  out-breaks  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria.  In  the  Hurd  district  where  Scarlet  Fever  broke  out,  the  school 
was  visited  every  day  for  a  period  of  two  weeks,  the  children  closely  observed 
and  any  child  showing  symptoms  was  sent  home.  In  the  Warren  School,  Whoop- 
ing Cough  started  and  it  was  impossible  to  check  it,  as  the  children  had  been 
in  school  and  others  in  the  class  were  exposed.  I  did  what  little  I  could  in  ad- 
vising children  and  mothers  of  the  children  who  had  coughs  to  stay  at  home 
and  have  their  "family  physician."  In  one  instance  a  child  had  been  advised 
to  stay  home  but  returned  to  school  and  said  'Mother  did  not  think  she  had 
Whooping  Cough  but  she  must  not  go  near  Baby.' 

"I  would  like  to  report  one  case  of  a  child  in  the  third  grade.  One  day  while 
visiting  this  school,  the  class  was  having  reading  period.  This  little  girl  was 
called  on  to  read.  I  noticed  how  closely  she  held  her  book  to  her  eyes.  The 
teacher  said  her  eyes  were  normal  in  the  eye  test,  but  the  last  few  days  she  had 
complained  of  not  being  able  to  see  the  writing  on  the  blackboard.  On  examin- 
ing the  child,  I  was  amazed  to  find  a  very  faint  film  over  the  pupil  of  the  eyes. 
I  informed  the  doctor  and  he  immediately  notified  the  child's  father.  She 
was  taken  to  the  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  and  it  was  found  that  she  had  cataracts 
on  both  eyes.     The  child  was  treated  and  she  is  in  school  again  and  doing  well." 


SEWING 

The  following  is  the  report  of  Miss  Ekman,  the  sewing  teacher,  which  gives 
a  full  description  of  the  outline  of  the  work  as  given  in  the  grades. 
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"The  main  objective  of  the  sewing  course  is  to  give  the  girls  ability  to  sew 
and  make  their  clothing.  The  garment  as  a  project  is  used  which  results  in 
five  types  of  abilities;  first,  skill  in  control  of  hand  and  machine  technic  and 
in  handling  of  material;  second,  knowledge  of  constructive  processes  and  skill 
and  judgment  in  their  use;  third,  ability  to  use  patterns  and  to  cut  economically; 
fourth,  ability  to  fit  garments;  fifth,  appreciation  of  good  color  and  texture  com- 
binations, good  proportions  and  all  other  aspects  of  design  that  must  be  con- 
sidered in  any  constructive  activity. 

"The  course  in  sewing  has  for  its  constant  purpose  the  training  of  the  bod}' 
to  assume  and  keep  correct  position,  training  of  the  fingers  to  handle  properly 
the  implements  used,  training  of  the  eye  to  quick  and  accurate  perceptions, 
training  to  correct  expressions  by  requiring  oral  and  written  descriptions  of 
work  done  and  training  of  taste,  will  and  judgment,  so  that  neatness,  decision, 
perseverance,  patience,  promptness,  thoroughness  and  economy  of  materials 
become  second  nature.  Thoroughness  in  this  is  a  safe  guard  against  awkward- 
ness and  mistakes  that  otherwise  would  waste  time  and  material.  The  mus- 
cular control  involved  in  hand  sewing  is  quite  complex.  It  requires  control 
in  the  use  of  each  hand  and  co-ordination  in  the  movements  of  both  hands  to 
make  a  stitch  well.  Not  only  the  appearance,  use  and  method  of  beginning 
and  ending  the  stitch  is  necessary,  but  the  movement  involved  in  making  it 
is  also  important.  The  thorough  study  of  the  movements  used  in  making  hand 
stitches  prevents  the  acquisition  of  the  many  wasteful  hand  habits  so  often 
seen  in  sewing  classes. 

"The  course  progresses  to  practical  applications  in  making  wearing  apparel 
and  mending,  also  articles  of  household  arts. 

"The  machine  work  not  only  includes  stitching  but  the  study  of  the  machine 
in  detail.  It  is  my  desire  to  ha\?e  more  work  accomplished  on  the  machine  as 
speed  and  facility  in  using  a  machine  will  greatly  increase  a  girl's  productive 
powers.     In  order  to  do  this  it  is  necessary  to  have  more  machines. 

"Crocheting  is  introduced  in  the  seventh  grade  as  an  applied  design  prob- 
lem. After  the  stitches  are  learned  in  crocheting,  the  work  becomes  aJ  me- 
chanical operation  and  is  therefore  used  as  'pick-up  work'  resulting  in  the  mak- 
ing of  lace  and  yokes  for  the  garments  being  made  in  class." 

MANUAL  TRAINING 

The  Manual  Training  work  has  continued  under  the  able  instruction  of  Mr. 
Fanck.  When  the  new  High  School  building  is  completed  Mr.  Fanck  will  take 
charge  of  the  Manual  Arts  Department.  He  will  probably  have  to  have  an 
assistant  in  the  very  near  future. 

It  will  take  about  three  years  for  the  course  to  become  fully  established,  and 
in  the  meantime  I  believe  it  would  be  wise  to  transfer  as  much  as  possible  of 
the  work  for  the  grades  to  the  new  quarters.  Eventually  it  will  have  to  return 
to  its  present  quarters.  In  this  way  we  may  be  able  to  get  along  with  fewer 
instructors,  without  any  detriment  to  the  work.

GIFTS  TO  THE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  some  gifts  which  are  particularly  interest- 
ing to  the  schools. 

Miss  Lillian  Guptill  gave  some  excellent  pictures  which  were  placed  in  those 
schools  which  needed  them  most.  She  also  gave  some  photographs  which  were 
taken  by  the  Lick  Observatory.  These  are  used  in  the  classes  in  the  High 
School. 

Mrs.  Jennie  Wilson  Rickards  and  Mrs.  George  F.  Wilson  presented  the  High 
School  Library  with  a  music  collection,  including  many  original  compositions, 
as  well  as  orchestral  compositions  by  her  father,  the  late  George  F.  Wilson, 
who  was  for  many  years  supervisor  of  music  in  the  schools.  This  collection 
will  be  placed  in  special  compartments  in  the  new  High  School  Library  and 
will  be  known  as  the  George  F.  Wilson  Collection. 

Squire  Samuel  K.  Hamilton  for  many  years  gave  freely  of  his  service  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Town.  Among  other  positions  which  he  held  was  that  of  School 
Committee  man.  He  has  always  been  much  interested  in  the  schools  up  to 
the  time  of  his  death.  Squire  Hamilton  was  also  much  interested  in  books 
and  had  collected  a  valuable  library.  After  his  death,  Mrs.  Hamilton  offered 
one  half  of  his  books  to  the  new  High  School  Library,  to  be  known  as  the  Samuel 
K.  Hamilton  Collection.  Many  of  these  books  are  valuable  and  some  of  them 
are  rare  editions.  These  books  will  be  marked  by  a  suitable  plate.  The  High 
School  Library  is  very  fortunate  to  receive  these  as  they  will  be  of  great  value  to 
the  school. 


MISS  CARTER 

At  the  close  of  the  spring  term,  Miss  Fannie  E.  Carter  retired  from  active 
service  as  a  teacher.  She  had  given  fifty  years  to  the  schools  of  the  State,  thirty- 
six  of  these  being  in  the  Town  of  Wakefield.     Miss  Carter  has  always  been  a 
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tower  of  strength  to  the  schools.     Her  principal  has  well  summarized  her  worth 
in  the  following  paragraph : 

"We  have  lost  a  most  valuable  teacher  in  Miss  Carter's  retirement.  She 
is  much  missed  and  the  value  of  her  work  and  personal  touch  has  never  been 
more  apparent  than  now.  Her  record  of  fifty  years  service  in  the  State  is  a 
very  remarkable  one  both  from  the  point  of  service  and  from  the  fact  that  her 
spirit  of  youth  has  been  maintained  for  such  a  long  period.  Wakefield  has 
been  fortunate  to  have  such  a  period  of  unselfish  service.  No  less  significant 
is  the  fact  that  among  the  numerous  pupils  who  have  attended  her  classes,  none 
can  say  that  she  was  unfair  or  that  she  did  not  teach  them  anything.  On  the 
contrary,  there  is  a  general  sentiment  that  she  was  a  most  excellent  teacher, 
always  fair  in  all  her  dealings  with  her  pupils  and  a  most  exemplary  charac- 
ter. Her  thirty -six  years  service  in  Wakefield  might  well  have  receive'd  an 
appropriate  recognition  in  some  form,  but  in  her  characteristically  modest  man- 
ner, she  preferred  to  step  out  quite  as  she  would  have  done  had  she  been  go- 
ing out  for  a  regular  vacation." 

MR,  NEWMAN 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Newman  has  served  for  nearly  twenty-five  years,  lacking 
about  one  month,  as  janitor  of  the  Lincoln  School.  He  felt  obliged  to  resign 
during  the  fall  because  of  the  distance  he  lived  from  the  school  and  because 
of  failing  strength.  He  will  long  be  remembered  for  his  interest  in  the  build- 
ing, the  pupils  and  teachers,  and  for  his  unfailing  kindliness.

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Report  of  High  School  Principal 


Mr.  W.  B.  Atwell,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Dear  Sir: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School. 
The  enrollment  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  was  as  follows:

This  is  an  increase  of  23  over  the  enrollment  of  the  school  at  the  beginning 
of  last  year. 

We  have  worked  under  a  serious  handicap  this  year.  The  school  is  larger 
than  last  year,  and  at  the  same  time  we  have  fewer  class  rooms,  since  the  port- 
able building  was  removed  to  the  Greenwood  School.  That  necessitated  hav- 
ing two  classes  recite  in  Room  10  at  the  same  time.  Screens  were  obtained 
to  separate  the  classes,  still  the  confusion  arising  from  two  classes  reciting  in 
the  same  room  has  retarded  the  school  work.  It  has  been  necessary  to  hold 
classes  in  the  study  hall  which  has  been  annoying  to  the  pupils  trying  to  study 
as  well  as  those  trying  to  recite.  We  also  have  had  classes  recite  in  the  corridor 
near  the  chemical  laboratory.  We  have  been  verj^  much  overcrowded,  we 
expected  to  enter  the  new  High  School  building  at  the  Christmas  vacation  and 
were  disappointed,  and  there  has  been  a  nervous  tension  and  unrest  that  has 
prevented  us  from  doing  our  best  work.  The  only  place  that  pupils  can  re- 
ceive assistance  from  teachers  during  the  teachers'  spare  periods  is  in  the  cor- 
ridors, at  the  lunch  counter,  in  the  cloak  room,  or  at  the  principal's  office.  We 
have  been  so  overcrowded  that  it  has  been,  at  times,  impossible  for  teachers 
to  find  room  to  assist  pupils  even  in  the  afternoon,  and  in  many  cases  several 
teachers  have  had  to  share  the  same  room  with  their  pupils  to  get  a  place  in 
which  to  work.  Under  these  trying  conditions  I  feel  that  both  teachers  and 
pupils  have  shown  a  remarkable  spirit  of  co-operation  and  loyalty,  and  have 
done  exceedingly  well.     It  will  be  a  great  relief  to  get  into  the  new  building. 

The  attendance  for  the  year  has  been  fairly  good.  Our  percentage  of  at- 
tendance was  96.  We  should  not  be  satisfied  with  anything  less  than  973^%. 
Then  again,  we  have  too  many  tardinesses.  Last  year  we  had  1097.  I  feel 
sure  that  with  greater  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  parents  we  could  cut  that 
down  to  600  or  less.  We  have  tried  every  conceivable  way  to  reduce  tardi- 
ness, but  so  far  the  results  are  not  satisfactory. 
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The  pupils  who  took  College  Entrance  Examinations  last  June  did  very  well 
indeed.  If  a  pupil  has  done  very  good  work  in  school,  getting  a  grade  of  85% 
to  95%,  the  teacher  will  recommend  his  taking  the  examinations;  if  his  grade 
isn't  as  high  as  85%  she  may  give  her  consent  to  his  taking  the  examination. 
If  the  pupil's  work  is  not  of  high  enough  grade  to  warrant  giving  consent  or 
recommendation,  he  must  take  the  examination  on  his  own  responsibility.  Last 
year  every  pupil  who  was  given  the  teacher's  recommendation  or  consent  passed 
every  examination  in  which  consent  was  given,  and  in  some  cases  the  pupils 
passed  the  examinations  taken  on  their  own  responsibility.  This  reflects  credit 
on  both  teachers  and  pupils,  also  it  shows  that  if  a  pupil  is  willing  to  work  he 
can  be  fitted  for  college  in  our  High  School.  If  a  pupil  is  to  prepare  for  college 
he  must  be  willing  to  give  most  all  of  his  time  for  preparation. 

We  had  several  changes  in  our  faculty  this  year.  Miss  Chloe  Cousins  teaches 
Freshmen  English  and  French.  Miss  Lillian  Hurley  teaches  Spanish  and  French. 
Miss  Harriet  Mason  teaches  French. 

We  have  had  a  study  room  in  the  Odd  Fellows  building  for  the  Freshmen 
the  same  as  last  year,  and  each  teacher  is  there  one  morning  a  week  to  give 
assistance,  besides  the  regular  teacher  in  charge.  It  is  evident  that  the  pu- 
pils are  not  taking  advantage  of  the  help  that  they  can  obtain  for  very  few  come 
to  study  or  to  get  assistance. 

We  have  the  Honor  Rolls  last  year  which  is  an  incentive  to  greater  effort 
on  the  part  of  pupils.  This  year  we  have  designated  the  courses  the  honor 
pupils  are  taking  as  it  was  claimed  none  but  pupils  taking  the  General  and  Com- 
mercial Courses  were  able  to  get  on  the  Honor  Roll.  It  is  interesting  to  learn 
that  that  statement  was  not  true  as  there  is  always  a  good  number  of  pupils 
taking  the  College  Course  on  the  Honor  Roll. 

We  have  not  done  so  well  in  athletics  as  in  former  years.  Our  baseball  team 
did  very  well.  We  had  no  cross  country  team  or  indoor  track  team  as  there 
were  not  enough  boys  who  were  eligible  who  desired  to  participate.  In  foot- 
ball we  suffered  disastrously.  Too  many  of  the  players  failed  in  their  studies 
at  the  mid-season  so  were  not  allowed  to  play.  Mr.  Dower  did  the  best  he  could 
with  the  material  he  had  left,  but  the  season  was  too  far  gone  to  develop  a  strong 
team.  The  boys  themselves  have  taken  the  matter  in  hand  and  I  feel  sure 
that  they  will  work  out  a  solution  for  the  unfortunate  situation  and  will  put 
athletics  in  the  place  in  school  life  that  it  should  hold.

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Report  of  School  Physician 


The  health  conditions  have  been  good  practically  throughout  the  year.  Whoop- 
ing cough  has  been  prevalent  in  many  sections  of  the  Town  and,  as  this  is  a 
disease  that  lasts  from  six  to  ten  weeks,,  it  has  cut  the  school  attendance  to  a 
considerable  degree.  The  present  health  regulations  in  regard  to  this  disease, 
both  those  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  those  of  the  School  Authorities,  have 
no  influence  whatever  upon  its  spread,  so  far  as  I  can  see.  Nor  is  there  likely 
to  be  any  means  until  some  way  is  found  to  complete  the  diagnosis  before  the 
disease  becomes  infectious,  or  immunization  becomes  completely  effective  and 
generally  practiced.  Parents  are  as  a  rule  indifferent,  assuming  that  their 
children  must  have  it  some  time  and  one  time  is  as  good  as  another. 

In  many  cities  and  towns,  pupils  are  being  tested  as  to  their  susceptibility 
to  diphtheria,  and  those  found  susceptible  are  immunized.  If  the  end  re- 
sults are  as  good  as  it  now  seems  likely,  the  procedure  will  become  universal. 
We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  very  few  diphtheria  cases  among  the  pupils, 
and  none,  so  far  as  I  know,  which  could  be  traced  to  the  schools. 

We  have  a  small  number  of  pupils  suffering  from  definite  malnutrition.  There 
are  a  considerable  number  relatively  under  weight,  by  no  means  confined  to 
families  of  the  poor  or  the  shiftless.  These  children  are  unquestionably  more 
likely  to  contract  tuberculosis  than  the  better  nourished.  The  serving  of  milk 
at  recess  as  is  now  done  in  some  of  schools  is  of  the  greatest  importance,  and  it 
ought  to  be  done  in  all,  at  least  in  the  lower  grades.  The  teachers  who  have 
assumed  this  work  and  the  Parent  Teacher  Associations  who  have  made  it  pos- 
sible deserve  the  highest  commendation. 

The  work  of  the  School  Physician  is  largely  the  routine  of  examining  sus- 
picious cases  for  evidence  of  contagious  disease,  looking  after  quarantine  regu- 
lations when  such  disease  is  reported,  and  conference  with  reference  to  pupils 
who  appear  to  be  slightly  ill.  In  all  this  work,  the  School  Nurse  and  the  teachers 
have  given  their  heartiest  co-operation.  One  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact 
that  the  teachers  are  the  outpost  sentinels  for  the  detection  of  illness  among 
the  pupils,  and  that  the  school  nurse  is  the  first  line  of  defense.  We  are  for- 
tunate in  having  both  well  served. 

The  usual  examination  of  pupils  has  been  made  and  notices  have  been  sent 
to  parents  when  evidence  of  disease  was  present.  Numerous  accidents  and 
minor  injuries  at  school  have  been  attended.

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Report  of  the  Municipal  Light  Board 


Wakefield,  Mass.,  Feb.  9,  1923. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Wakefield: 

We  submit  herewith  our  report  concerning  the  Gas  and  Electric  Depart- 
ment for  the  calendar  year  1922.  Taken  in  conjunction  with  the  Manager's 
report,  which  is  appended  hereto,  it  is  the  twenty-ninth  annual  report  of  the 
Department. 

In  writing  this  report,  the  commissioners  intend  to  be  as  brief  as  possible, 
giving  to  the  people  a  short  resume  of  the  year's  operations,  and  stating  our 
opinion  as  to  the  outlook  for  the  coming  year. 

Early  in  the  year  the  town  counsel  ruled  that  the  town  might  entertain  a 
proposition  from  an  outside  company  for  the  purchase  of  our  Gas  and  Electric 
business. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  town  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  leasing 
our  plant  to  any  outside  company  capable  of  supplying  our  wants,  were  unable 
to  find  a  company  interested  in  this  proposition. 

The  Maiden  &  Melrose  Gas  Light  Co.  made  an  extensive  appraisal  of  our 
plant  and  on  the  results  of  that  appraisal,  notified  the  special  committee,  under 
date  of  Feb.  13,  1922,  that  they  were  not  interested  in  leasing  this  property 

They  did  state  however,  that  providing  the  town  should  consider  selling  its 
plant,  (owing  to  the  appraisal  which  they  had  made,)  they  would  be  in  a  po- 
sition to  make  a  definite  offer  for  it. 

On  March  6th,  1922,  the  commissioners  received  a  definite  offer  from  the 
Maiden  Company  to  purchase  the  property.  We  do  not  think  it  necessary  to 
repeat  the  terms  in  detail  in  this  report.  The  offer  was  given  the  utmost  pub- 
licity and  the  question  "to  sell  or  not  to  sell"  argued  at  great  length. 

On  March  27th  a  referendum  vote  on  the  question  was  held.  The  necessary 
two  third's  majority  for  the  affirmative  was  not  obtained,  1489  voting  for  selling 
and  1299  against  and  the  motion  was  declared  not  carried. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  held  on  April  10th,  the  sum  of  $45,000.00  was  voted 
to  extend  the  gas  and  electric  business. 

On  May  10th,   Mr.  Whiting  resigned  as  Manager. 

On  May  16th,  Capt.  S.  H.  Brooks  resigned  from  the  Board. 

On  May  18th,  this  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Curtis  L. 
Sopher. 
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On  June  9th  Capt.   Brooks  was  appointed  Manager. 

One  other  vacancy  occurred  on  the  Board  through  the  resignation  on  Oct. 
17  of  Mr.  Frank  A.  Nelson. 

On  Oct.  19th,  this  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  John  M. 
Cameron. 


ELECTRIC  DEPARTMENT 

Late  in  the  fall  the  commissioners  received  a  proposition  from  the  Edison 
Electric  Illuminating  Co.  i.  e. : — that  the  Edison  Co.  would  bring  its  current 
to  the  Wakefield  Town  Line,  underground  on  high  tension  plan,  of  13,000  volts 
tension,  from  its  Woburn  Station,  providing  the  town  agreed  to  meet  the 
Edison  Co.  at  the  town  line  and  continue  underground  to  a  central  distributing 
station  in  the  town,  and  also  that  the  town  would  make  a  10  year  contract  with 
the  Edison  Co.  to  take  its  entire  supply  of  electricity  from  them  for  this  period 
of  time. 

There  were  three  chief  benefits  to  the  Town  to  be  derived  from  this  propo- 
sition. 

I.  The  difference  in  the  rate,  between  the  new  high  tension  and  the  present 
low  tension  supply  would  show  a  saving  to  the  town  on  its  present  business 
of  about  $6,500.00  per  year. 

II.  The  Town  would  be  assured  of  a  perfectly  sure  and  safe  source  of  supply 
for  all  time,  doing  away  entirely  with  the  troubles  to  which  an  overhead  line 
is  bound  to  be  subjected. 

III.  The  town  with  its  increased  capacity  would  be  in  a  position  to  take 
on  a  practically  unlimited   amount   of  new  business. 

On  Dec.  29th,  at  a  special  town  meeting,  the  sum  of  $50,000.00  was  voted 
to  carry  out  the  town  part  of  the  above  agreement. 

Following  the  appropriation  of  this  money,  the  commissioners  opened  nego- 
tiations'with  the  Hey  wood  Wakefield  Company  to  supply  them  with  their  en- 
tire power  requirements. 

After  several  weeks,  a  proposition  satisfactory  to  both  parties  was  made  and 
the  Hey  wood  Wakefield  Co.  signified  their  willingness  to  enter  into  a  contract 
with  the  town  for  their  entire  supply  of  power,  for  a  period  of  ten  years. 

The  Hey  wood  Wakefield  Co.  have  agreed  to  lease  to  the  town  for  a  small  con- 
sideration, a  piece  of  land  large  enough  for  the  erection  of  the  Town's  substation. 

The  Town  has  agreed  to  come  to  the  Heywood  Wakefield  Co.  property  under- 
ground. The  advantages  of  this  plan  are  clear.  The  Town  assures  the  Hey- 
wood Wakefield  Co.  of  a  safe  and  sure  supply  of  electricty  and  the  Town  obtains 
for  practically  nothing,  a  very  desirable  location,  for  its  own  sub-station. 

The  commissioners  are  asking  therefore  for  $15,000.00  to  cover  the  cost  of

reaching  the  Hey  wood  Wakefield  Co.  by  continuing  the  proposed  underground 
construction  from  the  point  originally  in  mind,  to  the  new  location  on  the  Hey- 
wood  property. 

GAS  DEPARTMENT 

At  the  start  of  the  year  1922,  the  price  charged  for  gas  was  $1.95  per  1,000 
cu.  ft.  On  March  1st  the  price  was  reduced  to  $1.70  per  1,000  cu.  ft.  and  has 
remained  at  that  figure  throughout  the  year.  Much  has  been  done  to  improve 
our  services  and  with  our  new  units  of  manufacture  we  have  been  able  to  pro- 
duce and  sell  considerably  more  gas  than  ever  before.  We  do  not  contemplate 
any  extension  gas  construction  work  for  the  coming  year  and  therefore  have 
no  recommendations  to  make  for  this  Department  at  this  time. 

CHANGE  OF  STATE  LAW 

Late  in  the  year  1921,  the  Legislature  passed  a  law  relative  to  changing  the 
classification  of  accounts  affecting  Municipal  Lighting  Companies,  this  law 
becoming  effective  January  1st,  1922. 

Our  books  should  have  been  set  up  to  conform  with  the  new  requirements 
at  that  time.  Our  previous  Manager  neglected  to  do  this,  nor  did  he  at  any 
time  acquaint  the  commissioners  with  the  fact  that  there  had  been  any  change 
in  the  law. 

The  result  was  therefore  that  our  accounts  were  kept  as  in  the  past  and  our 
entire  year's  business  transacted  on  this  basis.  The  first  intimation  of  the  change 
of  law  came  to  us  during  December  when  preparing  our  report  for  the  State.  We 
then  employed  Chas.  E.  Stanwood  to  make  a  complete  audit  of  the  books  of 
the  department  and  put  them  on  a  basis  to  conform  with  the  State's  require- 
ments.    The  audit  was  completed  about  Feb.   1st,   1923. 

FINANCIAL  CONDITION 

The  details  of  this  change  in  the  classification  of  accounts  are  elaborate  and 
it  is  impossible  to  attempt  to  fully  explain  them  at  this  time.  The  Manager's 
report  appended  hereto,  contains  financial  reports  of  the  department  under 
both  the  new  and  old  systems  of  accounting.  The  direct  results  of  the  depart- 
ment are  plain  i.  e. : — Under  the  old  system  on  which  we  ran  our  business  the 
past  year,  the  gas  business  showed  a  profit  of  about  $1,000.00  and  the  elec- 
tric business  a  profit  of  about  $36,000; — under  the  new  system  the  gas  business 
shows  a  loss  of  about  $12,000.00  and  the  electric  business  a  profit  of  about 
$28,000.00. 

Looking  at  our  business  as  a  joint  lighting  concern,  which  it  is  and  has  always 
been  considered,  the  net  results  of  the  year's  operations  are  very  good  as  the 
plant  showed  a  net  profit  of  about  $16,000.00.  The  commissioners  feel  that 
a  constant  changing  of  the  State  Laws  relative  to  Municipal  Lighting  Companies, 
and  the  instability  of  these  laws,  cannot  help  being  a  serious  handicap  to  the 
proper  operation  of  any  Municipal  Company.  The  law  is  the  law  however, 
and  as  such  must  be  complied  with. 
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OUTLOOK  FOR  THE  FUTURE 

In  regard  to  the  future  we  believe  that,  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  con- 
ditions under  which  we  must  work,  with  increased  gas  production  and  with  all 
possible  curtailment  of  expenses,  the  deficit  which  we  are  forced  to  show  this 
year  on  the  gas  end  of  the  business  may  be  practically  eliminated  in  1923.  At 
the  end  of  this  next  year's  business  the  commissioners  will  be  in  a  better  position, 
to  make  recommendations  concerning  the  gas  department  than  at  this  time.

PRICE  OF  GAS 

The  price  of  gas  from  January  to  March  was  $2.20  per  1000  cubic  feet,  dis- 
count 25c  per  1000,  making  a  net  price  of  $1.95  per  1000  cubic  feet.  After 
March  first,  the  following  schedule  was  adopted. 

Gas  was  reduced  to  $1.70  per  1000  cubic  feet  without  discount,  bills  payable 
in  thirty  days.     This  price  is  maintained  to  date. 

PRICE  OF  ELECTRICITY 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  price  of  electricity  for  lighting  was  15c  per 
kilowatt  hour  with  discount  of  2c  per  kilowatt  hour  for  prompt  payment.  On 
March  first,  the  rate  was  changed  so  that  the  rate  became  12c  net. 

POWER  SCHEDULE 

The  monthly  charges  consist  of  two  amounts:  first,  a  service  charge  of  50c 
per  month  per  horsepower  of  connected  load;  and  second,  a  current  charge  of — 

8  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  the  first  100  kilowatt  hours. 
6.5  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  the  next  300  kilowatt  hours. 
5.5  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  the  next  1,000  kilowatt  hours. 
4.5  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  the  next  3,000  kilowatt  hours. 
3.5  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  the  next  10,000  kilowatt  hours. 
2.5  cents  per  kilowatt  hour  for  all  additional  kilowatt  hours. 

The  minimum  charge  was  the  service  charge,  but  in  no  case  less  than  $1.00. 

A  discount  of  10  per  cent,  was  allowed  on  bills,  except  minimum  bills,  if  pay- 
ment was  received  at  the  office  of  the  Department,  within  fifteen  days  of  date 
of    bill. 

PLANT 

As  has  been  previously  stated  in  other  reports,  the  word  "plant,"  includes 
all  fixed  assets,  the  land,  buildings,  machinery  and  equipment,  mains,  services, 
gas  meters,  lines,  transformers,  electric  meters  and  street  lights;  that  is,  "it 
includes  both  the  plant  proper,  or  the  works,  together  with  the  distributing 
systems." 

COAL  GAS  BENCHES 

The  coal  gas  bench  No.  3  has  been  refilled,  the  contract  was  given  to  the  Rus- 
sell Engineering  Company,  St.  Louis  Mo.,  for  $1,670.00.  The  work  was  finished 
in  July  at  a  total  cost  of  $1,960.13. 
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A  second  contract  was  made,  after  a  competition  of  proposals,  to  the  same 
company,  (Russell  Engineering  Company),  in  the  latter  part  of  December, 
coal  bench  No.  2  is  to  be  refilled.  This  bench  is  badly  burned  out.  This  work 
will  be  done  in  the  early  part  of  the  3'ear  1923. 

GAS  COMPRESSOR 

For  years,  the  gas  which  is  distributed  by  means  of  the  high  pressure  sys- 
tem, was  compressed  to  15  or  20  lbs.  pressure  per  square  inch  by  Westinghouse 
Air  Brake  Compressors.  These  have  long  been  inadequate  and  very  uneconomi- 
cal. They  have  been  placed  as  stand-by  machines  and  a  Gardner-lviggs  com- 
pressor has  been  installed  which  is  proving  exceedingly  good  and  economical, 
both  as  to  price  and  operation.     The  contract  price  was  $1,057.48. 

BOILER  BLOW-OFF 

The  boiler  blow-off  is  very  badly  designed  and  is  about  worn  out.  It  should 
be  replaced  b}r  a  new  one,  and  the  latter  should  be  designed  to  reduce  the  velocity 
of  discharge  and  should  be  placed  in  a  new  location  in  the  yard.  Such  a  blow- 
off  could  propably  be  installed  for  $500.00 

WATER  GAS  SET 

Both  water-gas  sets  were  in  continuous  use  during  the  past  year,  no  changes 
having  been  made  excepting  the  completion  of  the  water-gas  house  at  a  cost 
of  $228.00.  The  old  exhauster  in  the  water-gas  house  has  been  replaced  by  a 
new  and  larger  unit  at  a  cost  of  $837.20. 

BLOWER 

The  old  blower  which  was  steam  driven,  expensive,  and  inadequate,  has  been 
replaced  by  a  steam  turbine  unit,  direct  connected.  This  replacement  cost 
$1,507.00.  This  blower,  and  the  electrically  operated  blower,  one  acting  as- 
a  stand-by  for  the  other,  are  very  efficient,  and  ample  for  all  requirements. 

OIL  TANKS 

Water  gas  is  primarily  blue  gas,  enriched  by  the  addition  of  gas  oil.  The 
plant  never  has  had  adequate  storage  capacity  for  such  oil  and  it  was  incapable 
many  times  of  taking  advantage  of  prices.  The  original  tank  had  a  capacity 
of  17,000  gallons.  An  opportunity  came  for  the  purchase  of  a  14,000  gallon 
tank  for  $531.00,  and  two  other  tanks,  one  having  a  capacity  of  7,000  gallons, 
the  other  of  3,200  gallons,  these  were  purchased  for  the  sum  of  $200.00. 

COAL  HOIST 

A  coal  hoist  such  as  has  been  installed  with  the  new  water-gas  set,  should 
be  installed  for  the  old  water-gas  set.     This  will  cost  about  $400.00. 
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SETTLING  TANK 

A  settling  tank  arranged  with  baffle  plates  to  retard  the  flow  of  water,  oil, 
and  tar  from  the  water-gas  sets  should  be  installed  to  prevent  further  contami- 
nation of  Lake  Quannapowitt.     This  could  probably  be  done  for  about  $1,500.00. 

MAINS 

During  the  year  we  increased  the  length  of  our  mains  by  22,779  feet  at  a  cost 
of  $13,723.00.

GAS  SERVICES 

We  installed  during  the  year  1922,  105  gas  services  to  consumers  at  a  cost 
of  $1,020.47. 
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GAS  METERS 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  2,854  gas  meters.  During  the  year 
we  installed  two  consumers,  113  gas  meters,  making  a  total  in  use  as  of  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1922,  of  2,967.  We  had  during  the  year,  635  prepayment  meters 
changed  to  regulars.     There  were  144  new  gas  meters  bought  at  a  cost  of  $1,577.19. 

OVER-HEAD  LINES 

We  installed  128,  536  feet  of  wire  at  a  cost  of  $11,915.41.  A  proposed  change 
from  our  present  low  tension  service  to  high  tension  service  would  necessi- 
tate a  re-arrangement  of  some  of  our  present  circuits  and  a  probable  addition 
of  services. 

ELECTRIC  PLANT 

The  electric  plant,  so  called,  consists  of  the  switchboard,  station  wiring,  street 
lighting  transformers  and  feeder  regulators.  The  proposed  extension  of  lines 
will  necessitate  the  building  of  a  new  sub-station  with  additional  transformers 
and  regulators,  remote  control  switching  apparatus,  for  which  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  ask  for  an  additional  bond  issue  of  some  $15,000.00. 

TRANSFORMERS 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  we  had  221  transformers  in  use,  but  during  the 
year,  owing  to  the  increase  of  consumption,  of  electricity,  we  were  obliged  to 
take  down  some  small  transformers  and  replace  them  with  larger  ones  so  as  to 
accommodate  the  load. 

ELECTRIC  METERS 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  we  had  1,964  meters  in  use.  We  installed  dur- 
ing the  year,  390  meters  to  new  consumers,  making  a  total  in  use  as  of  Decem- 
ber 31st,  2,354  meters.  We  also  purchased  during  the  year  450  new  electric 
meters  at  a  cost  of  $3,724.14. 

STREET  LIGHTS 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  651  street  lights  in  use.  During 
the  year  we  installed  28  new  street  lights  at  a  cost  of  $1,261.91. 

The  cost  of  street  lighting  to  the  town  in  1922  was  $14,671.00.  The  method 
pursued  during  the  past  year  was  to  bill  the  town  for  the  actual  cost  of  light- 
ing these  lamps.

During  the  past  year  the  use  of  electricity  by  the  town  has  increased  over 
27%,  and  the  service  rendered  by  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company 
of  Boston,  from  the  Woburn  sub-station,  has  reached  its  limit  by  the  method 
now  in  use,  that  is  by  low  tension  service,  so  called  on  aerial  wires. 

The  management  was  in  correspondence  with  one  of  the  larger  manufactur- 
ing concerns  of  the  town  early  in  the  year,  with  a  view  to  giving  greater  ser- 
vice. The  matter  was  taken  up  by  the  commissioners  with  the  Edison  Com- 
pany with  the  result  that  the  above  company  is  willing  to  make  an  investment 
of  some  $130,000.00  to  bring  high  tension  service  to  the  town  line,  in  dupli- 
cate cables  and  underground,  this  is  to  be  met  by  the  town  with  similar  construc- 
tion, estimated  to  cost  approximately  $50,000.00. 

The  above  has  been  explained  in  the  press  and  on  the  floor  at  the  special  town 
meeting  when  a  bond  issue  to  insure  this  construction  was  granted  the  Board. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  service  will  be  improved  very  much  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  proposed  conduit  line,  and  that  there  will  be  an  increased  sav- 
ing to  the  town  on  the  cost  of  purchased  current. 

A  bond  issue  last  year  for  $45,000.00  for  construction  purposes,  made  possible 
much  improvement  in  the  Plant,  and  the  following  shows  how  the  construc- 
tion fund  of  1922  was  expended:

During  the  year,  no  advance  on  the  circuits  was  made,  only  necessary  re- 
pair and  supervision  was  made  from  time  to  time  for  the  reason  that  there  was 
an  increased  call  upon  the  electric  business  in  the  matter  of  extension  of  lines 
and  services  throughout  the  town. 

The  largest  single  addition  was  the  installation  of  the  Fire  Alarm  System 
to  the  new  High  School.  A  new  tape  machine  has  been  installed  at  the  cen- 
tral station,  and  wire  for  rewiring  circuit  No.   1  has  been  bought. 

The  following  work  should  be  done : 

Circuit  No.  1  should  be  rewired  and  relocated  on  the  poles. 

Circuit  No.  4  should  be  rearranged  at  Forest  Street,  Greenwood,  to  bring 
the  loops  into  the  switchboard  at  the  Fire  Station  in  the  Greenwood  district. 

A  new  whistle  machine  should  be  bought  and  installed  at  the  Gas  Works. 

It  is  estimated  that  these  jobs  and  items  of  maintenance  will  cost  $2,400.00.
